Fournals of Learning, regularly fent us as they ave Publifhed 5 and likewife 
all other Curious Pieceswhich can be conveyed to us per Pof. For larger 
Volumes, we fhah give fach Accounts of them, as are tran{mitted to us by the 
Undertakers, or Foreign Fournals. : , 

As to Books newly publifid in London, or iz either of our Univer fities, 
or Editions of old Books, with Additions or Emendations, an Account of them 
foall be given as {peedily as may be, with all imaginable Candour and Impar- 
tiality, andin the Terms of the Authors themfelves, as far as the Nature of 
our defign will permit. . 

We {hall be very /paring of our Cenfures, as remembring our Province isthae 
of Hiftorians and nor of Criticks : But at the fame time, when any Books 
are publifhed relating to our Civil Conftitution or the Eftablithed Religion, 
and are [o much taken notice of in the World, that an Account of them will te 
expected from us, we bope freedom may be allomed us to exprefs our own Senti- 
ments, fo far as to foow, that we are not Promoters or Incouragers of Works 
that tend to make Innovations in either. | sites! | 

We think fit likewife to aljare the Reader, That we fhall be [o far from 
giving an Account of Books that are Trifling, or contrary to good Manners, 
. that we will nor fo much as mention their Titles. | 

Then, as tothe Management of the Work in general, it is our defign to keep 
a Medium betwixt tedious Extras, and {uperficial Catalogues, made up only 
of Title and Preface ; the former being tirefom to the Reader,as well as in 
jurious to the Sale of the Books; andthe latter being a meer Impofition on the 
Publick. Therefore we fhall take particular care to give [uch an Account of 
Books, as the Reader may thence be ableto form a perfect Idea of the Defign, :

It’s needle{s to acqnaint the ingenious Reader, that fometimes the Nature of 
« large Work, will admit only of a short Account of its as for inftance,that 
s scrnihs on the Bible, newly printed in Holland, in 9 Volumes, whereof 
it fuffices to give a brief bint of the Additions 7 Emendations, and of what ts 
new inthe .\lerbod fromthe Englifh Edition: And on the other band, it bape 
pens fometimes that a fanall Book may require a large Extratt, efpecially when 
containing Curious Pieces of Hiffory, not hitherto publifhed, as will be found 
in theHitory of the D.d’ Alva; andthe Secret Hiftory of the Treaty 
of Aunfter 5 both here exhibited. 

The Ufefulne{s of a Work, of this Nature, is fo obvious, that it’s needle/s to 
in faff upon it, any further thanto acquaint thofe who are lefs converfant with 
Books, that bereby they may inform themfelves of the. flate of Learning in 
rhe World, and be enabled to maintain Conver{ation with: the Learned upon 
any fubject, at a {mall Expence of Money and Time. Nor will it be wholly 
wfelefsto the Learned, who may berce have a brief View of the Progre/s of 
Arts and Sciences in allparts of Europe, and. creby timely informed of 

fuch Books as may be proper for their Libraries, vr otherwife ufeful to thean on 
06 4 fion. 

And, that nothing may be wanting to make this Hiftory compleat in its kind, 
at the end of every Book, we fhall infert a Catalogue of fuch Works as are in 
she Prefs here or beyond Seas and if any Gentlemen be pleafed.to communi- 
cate to the Bookfellers concern’ d, any Memoirs, Extratts of their own Works, or 
oscafional Differtations proper to our Subject, they (hall be faithfully publifh'd- 
according to their defire. : 

We doubt not, fecing Learning revives beyond Sea upon the fettling of the 
Peace, but it will encreafe proportionably here : And as the Continent. 
gives incouragement to a confiderable number of different Fournals of Lear- 
wing, in Latin, Italian, French and Dutch, we have reafon to think that one 
in ith, containing what is remarkable in allof them, befides other Ime 
provements, and an Account of Books publifhed in our own Nation, will meer

T laft this Noble and Long-expeéted Work. is Publifhed : 
Being a Colle€tion of the Sacred Criticks, or, as it may be 
called, Brbliotheca Hagiocritica.. 

The Englifh, were the. firft who oblig’d the Lear- 
ned World with them, Av. 1460. bythe Encouragement of King 
Charles Il. And now the Dutch Bookfellers have, by the Advice of 
Learned Men,publifhed them again with Jarge Additions,and in many 
places digefted into.a better Method and Order. . 

The Cavite of this Edition. was partly the fcarcenefS and high 
price of the Englifh Criticks, and partly fome Manufcripts of 
Drufius and Amama, containing Notes and Obfervations upon ire 3 3 
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Booksof the Sacred Scripture, which the Dutch Bookfellers ha. 
ving procured, they thought they would be a great Ornament as 
well as Addition to the Work. This defign being approved by Di- 
vines of great Name, and ether Learned Men, at length they {et 
about the Work, and putting it to feveral Prefies, finifhed it in a 
little time. They have kept to the fame number of Volnmes with 
the Englifh Criticks , ‘but the firft Volumes of this Edition, are 
much larger than thofe ofthe Englifh, becaufe of the great Ad- 
Oo The Publifhers have not always obferved the fame Order in their 
Colleétions with the Englifh, but have divided feveral Treatifes 
which the London-Edition had in the two laft Volumes, fo as the 
atedo be found either in their proper places,or added to thofe Books 
or Tomes to which they feemed moft properly to belong, but fuch 
as could not be reduced into this Order, becaufe of the various Ex- 
plications of Words and things are added to the laft Volume. 
Lucas Brugenfis's Annotations upon the places of Scripture that 
{eem to vary, whichin the Englifh Edition were placed amongft the 
Mifcellany Tra€ts, are inferted here in their proper places. The 
like is done as to the Varia Sacra, colle€&ted by Simon Muis from 
the Rabbins, but the @omparifon of the chief Tranflations of zhe 
eld Teftament, written by Paulus Fugiws, was collated with 
thofe which that fame Author added to the Chaldee Paraphrafe of 
the Pentateuch. And fuch as were repeated feveral times, are men- 
tioned but once. 

The chief Ornament and Addition to this new Work, is the

the firft 18 Chapters of Numbers, that were never before publi- 
{hed, on which account the firft Volume of this Colleftion is divided 


into two parts. Thofe Notes were writ by the famous Author in 
the beginning of this Century, at the command of the Ituftrious 
States of Holland, as may be feen in the Account of his Life, -pre- 
fixt to the 6th Volume, He had indeed a great defire of finifhing 
and publithing them himfelf} but being sdiverted many ways, he 
_ ee a Specimen under re Title of Commentarii ad “diff 
ciliora Loca Sacre Scripture : 1. e. Commentaries upon t if- 
ficult places of the Holy Scriptures. Moreover, te Tate eee 
of the Hebrew Text, which Drufius added to his Notes, and was. 
never before printed, isadded to this Work, as that without which 
the Notes themfélves feemed obfcure and lame. The Publifhers 
Baye alfo carefully compared thofe larger Notes of Dyufixs with his

Annotations, which were printed by the Englifh, .and where they 
found things-exprefed in the fame Words, they {truck them out, but 
always refering the Reader to what went before. His Notes like- 
wife-upon the Vulgar Tranflation of fome of the lefler Prophets, are 
inferted ini this Colle€tion, tho’ they feem to have been written be- 
fore his Commentary on thofe Prophets, becaufe none of. the Cri- 
ticks had- hitherto recited the Vulgar Tranflation of . them. 
Such Readings as occured in this Edition, upon fomef the Prophets, 
are reckoned to have been writ by. Amama, but feeing theHand and 
Method are more like thofe of Dyu/iws, the Publifhers made no 
feruple to afcribe them to him.Somethings arealfo added in this Edi- 
tion to the Treatifes of that Author, concerning the Name Elohim 
and Tetragrammaton, which are inclofed in Hooks. And to the 
latter Treatifé is added the Dedication to the States General, which 
was omitted in the Ezg/i/b and. Antwerp Edition.. So-much for-the. 
Writings of Drujfim. ) 

The fetond confiderable Addition is the Manuftript Notes of Six- 
tinus Amama, wponthe Hiftorical Books, the P/a/ms, Proverbs and 
Ecclefiaftes,which tho’ they féem not to have been defigned for the 
PrefS,btt writ only for the help of his own Memory iin teaching V7va: 
voce, the Publifhers thought them-very well worth the Printing. To 
thofe isdefervedly added, the Cenfure which: Amama himfelt had 
long ago publifhed, upon the Vulgar Tranflation of the 5 Books of 
Mofes, becaufé that. Book has been much inquired after and very. 
fcarce. 

In the third place there is added the Notes of Andreas. Majfins. 
upon fome. Chapters of Deuteronomy, Fofhua, and fome. places of 
Feremy, and the Evangelifts, as alfo a Treatife.concerning Paradife, 
writ in Syriac by Mofes Barcepbas; which is.inferted in the 2d part 
of the firft Tome. That Book was formerly printed by P/antinian, 
with a three-fold Prive/ege;, but ‘fince that time, it became fo rare, 
that thofe who are beft verfed in that fort of Learning, had {tarce 
any Knowledge of it. The fame isto befaid.as'to the Offaplum. 
P/alterii of AuguftinusFuftinianus of the Order of the Predicants,and : 
Bifhop of Nebia, whofe Schoia and Annotations are added to the. 
aed of David in this Edition. Mr. Chriftopber.Cartwright, an. 

nglifhman and noted Writer, his E/eda Ihargumice-Rabbinica,. or 
his Annotations on Genefisand Exodws, are. alfo added here, whereas . 
the London Edition had only his Medlifictum... The Publifhers would: 
have the Reader alfo to take notice, that in this Edition they did not. 
follow Grotins’s Paris Edition,as the Englith did, but that: ert 
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which was printed by B/aew, and hath every where 
ae avon ee Boe of the Greek and Hebrew Words added. So much 
Teftament. 
Te ae of the Criticks forthe New Teftament, differs not 
much from the knglifh Edition, except that the Publifhers have 
added, in their proper Places, Gualiperius’s Sylloge Vocum Exotica- 
rum Novi Teftameati , sen Annotations on the NewLeftament, 
Srephens’s Keganasa, D. Marthe: & Maret, and his Latin Interpreta- 
tion of the obfcure Words and Phrafes of the New Teftament, and 
they have oppofed the Notes of Sw/mafius ( who went under the 
Nameof Yoannes Simplicius) to thofe of Grotius, on 2 The: Il. 
The Publifhers however have, by the Advice of Learned Men, left 
out the Treatifes of D. Matthew Wren, againtt the Racovian Cate- 
chifin, and of Grotius de Veritate Religionis Chriftiane , the firft be- 
ing more Polemical than Critical or Exegetical, and the latter in 
every ones Hand. But inftead thereof they have fubftituted Huetius 
his Treatife, De Paradifo Terreftri, Correted and Enlarged , and 
alfo his Commentarium de Navigatione Salomonis, which he himfelf 
was fo courteous as to fend to the Publithers. | 
In the laft place they have added a large Index of all Remarkable 
Things and Words, by help of which the Reader may find what he 
fecks for immediately. There needs no more be faid of this Work, it 
peing fufficient to commend it felf- | 
But for the Reader's further Satisfaftion we fhall exhibit all the 
Additions together, that he may fee them at one view.

T HE Duke @’Alva,diftinguifhed himfelf too much in the pre- 





















ceding Age, not to merit a particular Hiftory. He hada 

4 great (hare in all thofe AGtions which made the Reign of 
2 the Emperour, Char/es V. illuftrious : Nor did there hap- 
a pen any thing confiderable in the Reign of PhilipII. his Succeffor, 
(at leaft in the Armies) whereof this Duke was not in a manner 
the Primam Mobile. ln a word, no Man can denv that he was endow- 
ed with Military Vertue, tho’ perhaps they may fay,. He was de- 
fe&tive in fome things, which are neceflary to compleat the Cha- 
racter of a goodMan. The Author of this Hiftory does not con- 
ceal what may befaid againft his Hero, yet mentions it only for the 
moft part in order to make his Apology. He reprefents him 
throughout as a Great, Generous, InflexiblePerfon and Sworn 
Enemy to fawning Complaifance, but more to Vice, which he al- 
ways punifhed with the utmoft Severity ; he conftantly betook 
—— to the right fide in nice Conjunctures, and never failed of 

uccefs.

Weak, i 
e os divided intd 8 Books, and each Book isto civerfe Chapters. 
The Tranilaror bach taken care to add the Chronology, where ic 
was wanting, and to fet down the Years on the Margin. 

The firft Book begins with the Duke’s Birth, and ends with the 
Commencement of the War, by Charles V. againft the Proteftants 
of Germany. Nothing can be more ilaftrious than this Houle 
which derives its Original from a. Prince of the Family of 
the Paleolgi,' Brother to the Emperour of the Ealt, ho having . 
conquer’d or defended To'edo, took his Surname from it, and.tranf- 
mitted the fame to his Pofteriry. 

The Dake we {peak of was born in 1508. Son to Garcias, Duke - 
de Alva and Beatrix de Piementel, Daughter to the Count de Bene- 
vento. Duke Garcias was killd ina Battle againft the AZeors, and 
his Son Ferdinand was brought up by his Graadfather, who {pared | 
no coft on his Education. He applied himfelf to the Latine Tongue - 
for fome time, bue fearing that this Qudy would render him ef. 
feminate, and that he fhould become like thofe Grandees who 
languith in Idlenefs, and bave no other Merit but Learning, he 
gave his Inclination wholly to Arms. Nothing pleafed him'fo mach 
even when a Child, as the Relations of Battles. The Accounts 
of che moit frightful Dangers, did not in the leaft daunt hims fa: 
that, our Author fays, he breash’d nothing but Fire and Sword, and ab- 
bor'd the Court, with all the Charms and Effeminate Delights of an. . 
(sie and Bafie way of Living. Whilft he was but a Child, he was 
carried to the Army by his Grandfather, who commanded as Ge- 
acral againit the French, and the Subjeéts of Navarre; fo that he 
earned bis Exercifes in the middle of the Camp. He made his . 
fit Campagne in 1524) at the Age of 16 under the Conftable of 
Cafiile, who befieged the French in Fensarabie. He contributed, 
WAD (OCie taxing of that Place, and was made Governour of it: 
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d Alifio, by Catharine de Toledo his firft Wife. 


the more, that he found caufe torepent he had not taken it foonere 
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He lofthis Grandfather in 1527. andthe Year following, efpovfed 
Mary Fenviquez, Daughter to D. Diegue Henriquex, Count d Alba 


In 1534. he followed Charles V. into Germany, to oppofe the Pro- 
refs of Soliman's Arms. Being arrived in Huxgary, he keptclofeto 
ount Nadafti, who came to defend Buda agaiaft the Turks, and 

had not loft it, but by che Treachery of the Garifon. He followed 
that great General where ever he went, and learned the Art of | 
War under his Condu&. Soliman being chafed out of Hungary, the 
D. recarned to Spaiz with the Emperor, where he applied himfel€ 
to the Education of Frederick his eldefe Son, till 1535. that he 
carried him with himto the Conqueft of Tunis, whither the D. 
was ordered to accompany Charles V. and where he contributed 
much to the Lawrels which the Emperor gain’d in that Expedition. 
A little after, thae Prince undertook the Siege of A4arfeiles, contrary 
to the D. d’ Alva’s opinion, who advifed the befieging of Lions firft, 
arich, populous and healthful City, but weak, and the Conqueft of 
which would, in all probability, have conftrained Francis I. to 
agree to aPeace onany Terms. But the Duke’s opinion not being 
approved, he muftobey. He pafled the 4/psat the Head of the 
Gefs dArms, and was immediately followed by the Army. Being 
arrived before J4Zar/eilles, he viewed the Place, and from that very 
day, foretold that it would not be taken. He made new Efforts to - 
divert the Emperour from the Defign, but in vain. The Siege 
was commenc’d, and raifed atlaft.becaufe of a Mortality, which car- 
ried off a great part of the Army. The Emperour retired into /raly 
in diforder after an interview with Francis I. King of France at 
Aigues Mortes: The Duke followed him every where, and did him 
great ervice by his Council, which the Emperour liftaed to fo much 


Being refolved to go intOGermany, which was mightily divided by 
the Do@trine of Lather,and threatned with a fudden inteftine War, 
he lefc the Duke in Spain, becaufe he was afraid of fume Motions on 
the fide of France, and thought fit to have a Perfon of the Duke’s 
Vertue in the Courgof Prince Philip his Son, whom he commanded 
togive eartothe Duke’s Advice, as to Sovereign- Orders, from 
which there lay no Appeal. , 

~ The Srft Commotions in Germany were quickly fertled, and gave 
CharlesV. opportunity to undertake the famous Expedition of 
Algiers. The Dake iced to‘attend him thither, and obey'd 
with fo much Alacrity, t “ quickly rendevouzd a Fleet of me 
. ail,

being willing torefervethat Affiftance for aPrince who took Arms only 


his Glory, Those Perfons. of Quality being undifciplind, and 
ane ia Laxory and Affluence, came to the Army with long 
Trains of Servants, cumberfome Equipage and Herds of Courti- 
fans, no way pleating to the General ; and which indeed he had 


{carcely Ships enough to carry. He commanded them to rid. 


hemfelves of their Incumbrance : They would not obey, and impu- 
elas Duke's care of having Military Difcipline obferv'd amongft 
‘em to his Avarice and Auflerity. On the other hand he would 
be obey'd, took their Baggage from them, put fome of ‘em under 
Arre(t, order'd all the lewd Women to be publickly whipp'd and 
banith'd the Camp. By this Method he reftor’d Military Difci- 
plines and fo long asit continued, the Spaniards were Invincts 
ble. The time he {pent in reforming thole Abufes, peerontes his 
following Charles V. fo {peedily ashe defignd; that Princes Fleet 
having {uffered Shipwreck, he was obligd to return with only 
10000 Men of Soooo that he carried with him, and was very 


well fatisfied that the Troops which were to have followed him, . 


under the Command of the Duke, efcaped the Misfortune. by 
their delay. 


Francis 1. having declard War again{t Charles V. in 1542. the- 


Duke de Alva was made General of the Army defign’d againft 
France, he put Catelonia out of all danger of being infulted, and 
by his Care preferv'd Perpignan, which the Duuphin, ( afterwards 


Henry 1.) had befieg’d,and with a handful of. Men defeated all the - 


King of France's Delign’s. Being return’d to Court, he match'd 
his eide{t Son, Frederic de Toledo, Marquis de Coria, with Hieronima 
de Arragon, Daughter to the Duke de Corduba, 


The bad fuccefs of the Siege of Perpignan did nothing abate - 


the Ardor of the French; and the Princes of Germany threatnin 


an Inturrecion, ( barles V. refolved to go to the Empire. He lefe. 


the Government of his Kingdoms to his Son Philip, and intrufted 
the Defence of Spaia, and the Command of hi Army, to the Duke 
de Alva, He orcered the Duke to prefide if Council, and com: 
maoded his Son Pslip to look upon his Advice as-decifive. But 
Spain did not enjoy the Happinefs of this Great General any long 


tume... The Troubles of Germany increafed {o niuch,that Charles V, 


thought it needful to have him near his erfon. He order’d 
mai to meet him in Flanders, where he made him Great Mafter 


of. 
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of his Houfhold, and Generaliffimo of his.Armies; to whith E- 
levation he owd. his good fuccefs. 

The German War, during the Year 1546, to the beginning of 
1547, is the Subject of che fecond Book. The Diet of Ratishone 
being broke up by the Proteftants, without coming to any Refule, 
and the Emperor perceiving that they were determind on a War, 
he prepared alfo on his fide: He was however without Troops, 
nor could he bope for any in along time; whereas the Prote- 
ftants had a formidable Army ; bur chey committed many Over- 
fights, and the D. knew well how to improve ’em, he fatigu’d them 
with continual Skirmifhes, oblig’d them often to change their 
Camp, beat up their Quarters frequently, bur would never come 
to a decifive Action; by which Methods, before the Winter was 
over, the Emperor was. almoft as much Superior to his Enemies 
at the end of the Campaign, ashe was Inferior to them at the 
opening of it. He took divers Places from them by force, and 
obligd others co furrender without fo much as being attack’d. 
The Elector Palatin, who had furnithd fome Money, but given 
no Troops to the Confederates, made his Peace with the Emperor. 
Ulm threw open its Gates to him, and there was none in thofe 
Quarters that ftood out bur the Duke of Wirtemberg. The.Duke 
d Alva had Orders to force him to fubmiffion; whereupon he 
march'd with a great Detachment, over-run the Country of Wir- 
temberg in lefS than a Month, and poffeffed himfelf of all the 
Strengths in it, exceptthree. Having at laft divided his litele Ar- 
my into feveral Bodies, he affign’d each of them a particular Quar- 
ter, with Orders to deftroy all with Fire and Sword, and to ipare 
nothing. This was punctually obey’d, fo that the whole Coun- 
try was in Flames in lefs than 15 days, they killed ail they mer 
without quarter, andthe Duke de Alva got Plunder to an inefti- 
mable Valua With the Money he took, he re-mounted, new 
eloath’d,and cleared his Troops, and advanc’d them feveral Months 
Pay. The D. of Wirtemberg being affrighted with the Ruine of his 
Country, offered to fubmic. The Duke de Alva was of Opinion, 
that he (hould have no Favours; but his Advice was not followed. 
The Emperor would have given his General the Dutchy of Wir- 
temberg, but he refufed it, and advifed his Mafter to beftow it on 
fome Prince of the Houfe of Asfria; which che Emperor would 
not do. So the Duke of Wirtemberg continued Mafter of hisCoun- 
try, giving the three chief Caftles of the Dutchy as Pledgesof . 
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The Third Book contains what the Duke de dive, did Same 
1547 tothe end of 1554. The Emperor, aye ing O oe Ae 
thor, ow’d the Victory of A4Zulberg; April 24. 1547, to t 
neral, who having refufed Batcel cil! then, es Agwcs bet 
time to pafs the E’be, beyond which the Dake of Nand “y vs 
trench’d. None of the other Officers were of bis Mina, an u e 
Duke had reproachful Words from Ferdinand, King o the 748 
mans, for propofing the fame. But the Emperor agreed to the 
Duke, who was one of the firft thar took the River to animate 
the Troops by his prefence. The Duke of Saxony was defeated 
and taken: And the gaining of this Bartel put the Emperor in a 
Condition to give Laws to his Enemies. ‘Whereupon the King 
of the Romans made him Reparation for the Affront he had given 
him before the Bartel, embrac’d him divers times, and faid in the 
hearing of all about him, You bave efablifhed the Imperial Crown upon 
the Head of my Brother,and the Royal Crown upon.mine; or rather'you have 
made him Emperor, and created me King. Your Exploits have [urpa[sd 
my expectation, but 1 ceafeto wonder any further at it : You were pers 
fwaded of what you could do, you knew your Troops, you had made trial 
of them, but for my part I only knew my own, and thofe of the Enemy, 
Our Author takes notice of feveral Prodigies which happened on 
the day of Bartel, ora little before ir, and does not forget the wit: 
ty Anfwer which the Duke gave to Henry II. of France, when he 
ask’d him, Wherher he perceiv’d that the Sun ftopp’d its courfe 
that day? vit. That he was then fo much taken up with what pafs'd upon 
Earth, that he did not mind what was doing in Heaven. 

What Idea foever People have form’d to themfelves of the rigid 
feverity of this Duke, the Author affares us ‘twas he that per 
{waded Charles V. to re-pay the Electre(s of Saxony’s Vifit, who 
came to throw her felf at the Emperor’s Feet, after her Husband 
the Elector was taken. The General order'd likewife, that his 
Troops thould pay her a!] imaginable refpect, as being of opinion, 
that Generous Perfons never revenge themfelves upon Women 
tor the Injuries done by their Husbands. 

The Emperor being about to deprive the Ele@or of ‘his 
and Dominions, and to confer them upon Duke Maurice of 
according to his promife, the Duke @’Alva did what he could to 
diflwade him fromit. He reprefented to the Emperor, that Prince 
‘faurice was not worthy of his Bounty; told him that it was a 
miftake inPoliticks,to think he would beGrateful orLoy 


. . . . al, f i b 
taking part with His Majefty, he had fail’d of what his Coniiene. 
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and Religion had required of him. Inaword, he foretold him 
near the matter, all chat Prince Maurice aéted afterwards againft 
him. But the Emperor had given his Word, and thought him(elf 
indifpenfibly obliged to keep ic. 

A liccle while after, the Landgrave of Heffe made his Peace upon 
fuch Terms as every one knows. Having come to attend the Em- 
peror, the Duke de Alva had Orders to feize him. He entertain- 
ed him at Supper, where they drank plenrifully, aad the Company 
being retir’d,. the Dike told the Lancgrave, That there was an 
Apartment prepar'd for him in the Citadel, where he muft lodge 
that Night. The Landgrave was furprized, and offered to go our, 
but the Duke putting the point of his Sword to-his Throat, obliged 
him to follow him. : 

The Peace being concluded at laft; che Emperour refolved to fend ° 
for his Son Philip from Spain, partly to fhew him to the Flemmings, 
and tocreate in them a good opinion of him; and partly to have 
him chofen King of the Romans, thinking to have perfwaced his 
Brother Ferdinand to have laid downthatCrown. The D, d’Alva 
was entrufted with the Charge of bringing him, and Prince Philip 
had orders from his Father, thar ashe pafled through /taly. and was 
received by the Princes into their Pallaces, when ever he admitred 
any of themte his Table, he fhould alfo admic the Duke; bur 
that able Starefman fhun’d appearing in thofe Cities, where the 
Princes of /raly fat at Table with Phiip, either as fearing chat the 
Prince might refufe him that Honour, notwithftanding the Em- 
perours Orders, or that he would by this Moderation ftop the 
Mouth of Envy, and avoid drawing upon himfelf the Enmity. of 
the Grandees. 

Prince Philip didnot flay long in the Netherlands, nor in Germany. 
The Flemmings could never like his Humour, bur look’d upon 
him as too Aufiere and referv'd; and he could not bear with the 
blant Humour of the Germans, and particularly with thar of Adan 
vice Ele&or of Saxony, who treated him roughly in open Dier. He 
embroiled himfelf aifo with his Uncle Ferdinand, King of the Ro- 
mans. ———- All this obliged him todemand leave of the 
Emperor to return into Spaiz, which was granted him, and the D. 
@ dlua had order to accompany him thither. . 

Our Author looks upon this Event as directed by a particular 
Providence, that the Duke might not be prefent at the Dithonour- 
able Flight of Charles V. before Maurice Elector of Saxony, ov 
Partner. in fuch..a Precipicant Retreat, which would have - 
tarnifhed:; 
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tarnithed the Glory he had acquir’d in the preceding War. The 
Duke being arrived in Spain, retired to his Country: Houfe, not 
being able to accomomdate himfelf to the Humour of a Prince-fo 
felf conceited as Philip, nor fo mean as to flatter his Paflions. 

But he was quickly recall’d to joyn the Emperour with a confi- 
derable Force, of which he food inextream need. This Prince 
being inform’d of the Duke’s Arrival, faid with a deep figh to his” 
Officers and Grandees around him, You have begn the faithful Compaq 
nions of my Flight, but had the D, d Alva been there, be would have been 
Companion of my Vittory. 

A little after tgis the Emperour concluded the Treaty of Peace 
at Paffaw, Aug.4. 1552. that he might cura all his Arms againft 
France. He undertook the Siege of Merz, what everthe D.d Alwa 
could fay to diffwade him from it, and after many fruitlefs Efforts, 
wherein that D. did all chat could be expected from his Courage 
and Condué, they were fthamefully conftrained to raife the 
Siege, Yan. 1. 1553. Our Author gives avery Pathetical and Lively 
= gaa of the Hardihips which the Army fufferéd during that

The Duke paffed the Winter at Brufels with the Emperour,who 
continued the War againft trance by his other Generals, without 
fending the Duke to the Army, his Mafters weighty Affairs re- 
quiring his prefence, until fuch time as he fent him back to Spain, 
to afitt Prince Philip with his Advice, and toconduct him into 
England, to efpoufe Queen Mary. It was at this time that the Em- 
perour parted with the Kingdom of Waples and Sicily to his Son, 
that he might appear nothing inferior to the Princefs, whom h

€ fourth Book relates the Exploits of the D. d’Alvg in 1 
Milanois and Kingdom of Naples, ein the Yous ee at a 
There were two Partiesin the Court of Prince Philip, whom’ the 
Emperour had newly invefted with the Duchy of A/ilan The D 
a Alva was at the Head of one of thofe Parties. His deftgn (fays 
our Author) tended tonothing but the Good of the Stare or 
Welfare of the People, and to render the Power. of his Maft ; 
Formidable. He fuftained himfelf by his Perfona] Merit, his Bi h. 
Ni Eftate, and the Glory of his brave Exploits : But his freak 

haviour, refolute Temper, averfion to Flattery, blunt Humoar, 


and fiery Nature, were not p! 
ditpleating to Philip. pleafing to his Enemies, and many times 
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Roderico Mendoza de Stiva, Prince of Eboli, was the Head of the 
other Party ; he was of a pliable, dexterous, infinuating Temper, a 
great Flatterer, and very Eloquent. Hehad gain’d his Matter’s favour 
by the bafeft of Complaifance, if ic be true that he purchas’d it 
meerly, by indulging that Prince’s Amours with his own Lady, and 
allowing their fcandalous Converfe, which he carefully endeavour- 
ed to maintain. And-feeing the Duke appear’d tobe a formida- 
ble Rival, the Prince of Ebo/: afted his Part fo cunningly, that he 
kept him always at diftance from Court, under fome Honourable 
Pretext. | . 

The French making a great Progrefs in the Milanois, Roderic 
occafion’d the Duke’s being entrufted with the Management of that 
War: He was made Vice-Roy of Nap/es, Governor of the Mi/anoss,, 
and General of the Armies in Iza/y, with much larger Powers than 
any Vice-Roy or General had before him. The Affairs of Mi. 
Jan were much out of order, the Money promis’d to the Duke was 
not fent him, the Prince of Edo/: having prevented it by his In- 
trigues; the Germans mutinied ; the Duke could do nothing confi- 
derable, and made but a weak Oppofition to the reach, who took 
Ubpian, do what he could to prevent it. He defign’d to repair 
that Difgrace next Campaign, when News was brought him, that 
oe. Emperor, England, and France, had concluded a Five Years 

ruce. 

Paul the 4th. of the Family of Coraffa, did at that time hold the 
See of Rome. He gave a Cardinals Cap to his Nephew Charles Ca- 
raffa, a Man of a turbulent Spirit, who breath’d nothing but War, 
and was an Enemy to Spain. The Grand Prior of Lombardy, who 
commanded the Gallies in the Service of France, and to whom Phi- 
ip had reftor’'d his Liberty, thought he could not acknowledge 
that Favour better, than by making hima Prefent of himfelf and 
his Gallies. They lay in the Harbour of Cruitte-Vecchia, whence 
it appear’d very difficult to get them out; but A/exander Sforza, 
the Prior’s Brother, made himfelf Mafter of them, and conduéted 
them to Naples. 7 : 

This was the Pretext of the War ; The Family of Caruffa raifed 
Men, and engaged Henry Il. of. France in their Interefts, promifing 
Him the Empire of Italy. Philip Il. entrutted the Duke de A/va 
with the-Management of this War, and order’d Him to the. King- 
dom of Naples, which was moft threatned : He obey’d, and engig’d 
the Great Duke of T/cany in the Interefts of Spaim, by prevailing 
with Phiip to yield him Piombino. a likewile ufed all Endea- 

vours 
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“to bring the Pope to Peace, but in vain; and therefore; in 
ne a to aot the Brench, he entred. into the Territories of the 
Church with his Army, took Agzania, Twvolt, Oftia, and divers 
ether Places; which put the.City of Rome in fuch, a Contternation, 
that they immediately went about to fortifie themfelves. 

The Fifth Book. contains an Account of what pafs’d in 1557. 
The King of krance fent Erancis. de Lorrain, Duke de Guife, to 
Gommand the Army he had.in Piedmont. Having.in Vain attemp- 
ted the Bridge of Stura, he befieged. and took V alencia, and having 
travers’ the Dutchy ot /i/an, join’d the Pope’s Troops, deliver'd 
the City of Rome trom its fear,re-took Offza, and divers, other Places, 
which the Duke de A/va had taken the Year before, and punifh’d 
the Governors feverely, for not having done. their Duty. The Duke 
de Alva, mean while, prepar'd to oppofe the Enemy with Vigour, 
tho’ Fortnne feem’d.to have declar'd for them ; he provided thofe 
Towns which were moft expos’d with Ammunition, and. raifed 
Men, that he might be able to keep the Field. Of threg Millions 
of Crowns, which the 3d Ettate of the Kingdom of Nap/es.offer’d 
Him, he took but one half; but was. fo far. from being content with 
what the Great Lords offer'd Him, that he tax’d them in confide- 
rable Summs ;,. to, the. End, that being impoverifh’d, they might be 
in no Condition to Revolt. That he might retain the. Great Duke 
of Tu/cany in his Mafter’s Intereft, he prevailed with Phi/ip Il. to 
grant him the City of Sienna and its Dependencies. He underftood: . 7 
the Art of Temporifing fo well, that the Enemy, who flatter’d them 4 
felves with the Conqueft of the Kingdom of Naples, made but 
very little ProgrefS. This ill Succefs created a Divifion amo 
them. The Duke de Guife threw all the Blamé upon the yaw 
fas. He laid Siege to Civitella in Vain ;, and, one of the Detach- 
ments of his. Army being defeated, he refolv’d toleave the King. 
dom of Naples. Colonna, one of the Generals of the Spanifh Ar- 
my, routed the Troops of the Church by degrees, and, in fine, 
took Segwi, where the Soldiers -got a confiderable Booty ; the. 
Town having furrendred on Difcretion, and being pillaged. 

Thefe Misfortunes threw the Romans into a Confternation, and 
ebligd them to fie for Peace. At, the fame time the Duke ge 
Alva entred again into the Territories of the Church, and_being te- 
folv'd. to finifh the War as foon as he could,concluded on the taking 
ot Rome. All was ready for the Enterprife. The Night appointed 
for the Attack came, his Spies fentto learn the Condition of the 
Town, brought word, That the Citizens were all in a profound Se. 
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eufity, when all of a dudden the Duke changed his Mind. » Aik his 
Devotion revived, the facking of an holy City, a thoufand Sacti- 
ledges, Profanations and Fires, the Imprifonment and perhaps*the 
death of the common Father of Chriftians, and of an intinite 
number of Ecclefiafticks, made him to tremble. -Co/omaaand other 
Officers of the-Army, prefled him mightily to purfuethe defign, but 
could not perfwade him to an.Attaque, which hefaw would be at- 
tended with fo many difmal Confequences. His Repentance did not 
- —_ gowithout a Reward. His Spies had made a falfe Report, the Ros 
mans were in a condition to have given him a warm Reception, and 
aia had he attack’d them, he would have been in as much danger. as 





































they. * 

He decamp’d next Morning and retir’d 5 Miles from Rome.At the 
fame time happened the famous Battle of St. Quentin, where the 
French were defeated. This Misfortune oblig’d Heary II. to recat 
the D..de Guife ftom Italy, and the Caraffas to make Peace, which 
was concluded quickly after. Upon thisthe D. d’A/va went to 
Rome,whetre he was perfectly well rectived by the Pope,who gran- 
ted him the Collation of Benefices, and. the Freedifpofal of the 
Revenues of the Church in his own Territories, a Priviledge enjoy 
ed by his Pofterity to this Day. A little.after he went to the Mila- 
mois, where he Re-eftablifhed the Affairs of the Duchy which were 
in a very ill condition, and from thence he went to Flanders, 
where the War wascarried on with vigor. 

The fixth Book contains an Account of the Duke’s fhare in ‘that 
War, till the Peace of Chateau Cambrefis, whieh was concluded, 
Feb. 5. 1559. the D. being chief Plenipotentary for the Court of 
Spain. This Book gives alfo an Account of the Ttoubles of the 
Netherlands, of which he was made Gevernour, and of what he 
did there till the clofe of the Year 1568. We fhall touch this but 
lightly, becaufe that part of the Hillery is well enough known to 
all the World. ; 

The Treaty juft now mentioned, wasconfirmed by the Marriage 
of Philip IL with Exz. of France. Lhe D. @ A/va was fent as 
Proxy to efpoufe the faid Princefs in his Mafters Name. He had 
great Honours done him at the Court of Henry Il, That Prince 
offered him confiderable Prefeats, which the Duke would never ac- 
cept of, left it fhould give his Enemies an occafion of rendring him 
fufpefted to his Mafter, but he freely accepted all thofe made -him 
by the Princefs he came to efpoufe, becaui¢ he knew they were not 
liable to the fame Exceptigns. r) 2 
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{r being the Duke d’A/va’s Conduft in the Nether/ands, which 
chilly ec him the Charatter of the cruelle/t of Men,and drew 


upén him the Publick Hatred. Our Author endeavours to juttifie. 


‘ondnét of his Hero, in his whole Adminiltration ; and if he 
may oc sbnnel; ali the Cruelties commited by the faid Duke in 
the Netherlands ate to be charged to the Account of Philip Il. As 
for inftance, ’twas the D. indeed who feifed the Counts @’Egmont 
and Horm, bya Stratagem, which paffionate Perfons will be-apt 
to call Treachery,yet he did not put ’em to death tillhe had received 
his Mafters repeated Orders fo todo, and found that he muit have 
rendred himfelf obnoxious to his Refentments, if he had made the 
leaf? demur on that cccafion.

The Pope, and diverfé other Piinces follicited his Liberty, but K. 
Philip continued inflexible. Sothat nothing lef$ than the vacancy 
of the Crown of Portagal, by the deathof'®. Henry, could pro-. 
curethe Liberty of thofe two Liluftrious Prifoners,. There were 
many Pretendersto that Crown, and perhaps the King of Spaiz’s 


‘Preterfions to it, were_none of the beft founded, bur he was ableft 


to fupport them. He knew he could not entruft, the Command of. 
his Armies to one that would acquit himfelf better than the D. 
d’ Alva: He therefore fet him at Liberty, and did the like ro his 
Son, without being defied. The Porrveguife made a fhort and feeble 
Defence. The D. conquered their Country in lefS than50 days, 
but had fearcely added that Crown to thofe of his Mafter, when 
he died in King Phi/ip’s Arms, in the City of Tbomar,. where the 
States of the Kingdom were aflembled, Fam. 12, 1582. in the 74th.

‘prefent Subje&, "might pafs for Certain and Impartial. The Pre- 
face informs us that the Author was a famous Bithop, who accom- 
panied the Nuncio Fabio Chigi (afterwards Pope Alexander VIL.) to 
Munfter, was witnefSof all that pafled there, but either would 
mot or durit not pubifh his Hiftory during his Life. | 


I confefS that the defign of not having a,Work publifhed till ~ 


after Death, may infpirean Author with bol@efs to utter Truths 
which he durft net have expofed to publick view during his Life; 
but we muft not conclude that all Hittories written with a defign to 
‘be PofthumousWorks,muft needs be impartial and without prejudice. 
There are fome Paffions we carry with us to our Graves, and of 
which wecan no more diveft our felves, than of our Flefh and 
Blood. Such are.Love to our Country, Addiftednefsto a Party, and 
Zeal forthe Religion we profefs. Thefe are enough, were there no 
more to raiféa Mitt before our Eyes,andto conceal fuch Truths from 
the View of an b:iftorian, as he ought to publifh -were he affured, 
that his-Book fhould not fee the Light for many Ages after his 
Death , fo that 1 could never relifh that Proemium of Tacitus, who 
after having affur'dus that Flaetery and Fear wrote the Hiftory of 
Tiberius, Caligula, Claudius and. Nero, during their Life, and’ Ha- 
tred and-fear compofed it after their Death. He adds, that he 
undertook the Reign of thofe four Princes, in the clofe of that of 
Auguflas, without being fwayed by Love or Hatred, as having no 
eccalion for either. But how: fhall we be fure of that? Was he

few Hiftorians who feem.to be fo impartial. as himfelf. Yet it is 
eafie to be obferved, that he was.a Roman Catholick, and that his 
Inclinations ballanced towards the Emperour and his Party. I doubt. 
not but thofe that read him, will agree with me,neither‘ought he to 
be altogether blamed for it; for I muft fay further, that to expett 
an Hiftory perfe&tly Impartial from any Man, isthe fameas to look: 
for. the Philofophers tone, 

It was however no fmall Undertaking to write the Hiftory of the. 
Negotiations of the Weftphalian Peace. Never»were Affairs fo- 
much embroil’d as when that Treaty was begun, Never were 
there fo many different. Interefts to accommodate, nor fo many. 
Princes to pleafé. One would. not be fatisfied b the Expence. 
and Lofs of another, who. muift alfo. have a Co fation in-his, 
turn which never had an end. There wasalfo-a. great likelyhood 
that thofe Negotiations, which had already continued very long,that, 
is to fay 11 Years, taking inthe. Negotiations at Co/ogu, Lubee and. 
Hamburgb, would have been protratted in Infimitum,. had not the. 
Revenues of the Church, to which thereare no. natural Succeflors, 
been divided amoneft the Princes to fatisfie their defires. This is what. 
appears throughout the.Hiftory:. Thus Sweden was fatisfed in part, 
and the like the Ele&tor of Brandenbugh, and. the Houfe of Bruz- 





Swick, Lunenburg... The. French, the Swedes, and their “Allies are. 


teprefénted as Tenacious of all their Pretenfions,. and threatning the 
Empire. with utter ruine, if they had not their Demands. . Its con- - 
feffed that the Catholick Party in League with the Emperor,appear'd : 
equally firm in refufing their Demands. But it-was not fo with 
poe rince,, who 4 every. ne reprefented. as gp egg vw a. 
pliable. Temper, and ready.almoft to grant every thing.they de- 
manded) in order to procure Peace. It is true that the EleStors of 
Bavaria and Cologne, having concluded a Treaty of Neutrality with. 
France and Sweden, the Territories .of the Houle of ia cht 
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20 Tie maorksottie Levy; 
threatned with total Ruine by their Enemies, had not the Emperor 
agreed to their Demands ; fo thatthe fear of feeing his Patrimony 
entirely ruin’d having feis'd upon him, the became the more pliable. 
The Count de Trautmanfdorf, his Plenipotentiary, feconded his 
Intentions very well ,; and according to our Author's Kelation, the 
Peace of Weftphalia was due to thé indefatigable pains of this Mi- 
nifter, who never grew weary of travelling betwixt O/rabrug and 
Munfter, to haften this great Work, and to level all thofe diffi- 
culties which lay in the way of it. One of the chief was that of 
Religion. Theatholicks would not hear of reftoring things in the 


Empire, to the fame condition they were in Az. 1618. and the 


Proteftants would agree to nothing lefS. This Matter was brought 
before them divers times, and as often laid afide, becaufé, of the 
difficulties that attended it. Some thought, that tf a confiderable 
Satisfaction were offered to the Swedes, they would become more 
flexibte as to the point of Religion. T he fame was conceiv’d as to 
krance, whofe Demands were alfo very confiderable ; but there 
was nothing gain’d by thismethod. It was no fooner fignified to 
thofé two Crowns, that they might, ina manner, have all they de- 
manded, but they aniwer’d, They were engag’d by Treaties, and 
could not conclude without their Allies; and this Declaration in- 
cluded the of Religion. Then they fer about that, and en- 
deavour’d to odate the fame, in order to give Jealoufie to 
the French, and to make them more pliable, but all in vain; fo 
that, in fine, they were obliged to agree upon the point of Religion, 
and the Pretenfions of Sweden and France, which were much great. - 
er than at firft. : 

This is the General Idea our Author givesus.as to what pafg'd at 
Munfter and Ofnabrug. He difplays all the Intrigues with much 
order and neatnefS ; but the matters are fo link’d, that it’s hard to 
give an Extract of the Book, without copying it almoft entirely, ard 
therefore I fhall fatisfie my felf with fome Remarks, to give the- 
Reader a more particular Idea of ir. . 

There are few things to be met with in this Book, but what re- 
lates to the Subject. The Author, who feems to have heen a Wit- 
nefs of all that pafSd during the Treaty, contents himfelf to relate 
the fubftance of them fo far as they are neceffary to his Hiftory. 

He does not meddle with the Treaty berwixt iy aimand the United 
Provinces, but confines himfelf to what retest -oncerns the Em, 
pire. He makes, however, 2 Remark upon' that Subjett, whith 
deferves our Regard. When the Peace was Concluded, a Report was 
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fpread, That the Nuncioat Muxfter had protefted againft the Trea- 
ty, becaufe the R. Catholick Religion had been conliderably dama- 
ged by it. Our Author,who, as hasbeen faid Before, accompanied the 
Nuncio, fays, He never faw the A&t of that Proteftation, and that 
he knows not of any that was made. It is true, thatas {oon as the 
Nuncio had feen the Articles of the Treaty, he complain’d, That 
nothing had been manag’d in favour of the Catholick Religion, and 
teftify’d his own, and the Courtof Rome’s difpleafure at it, to the 
Spaniards, and other Catholick Princes. 

As it was one of the defigns of France, to createa divifion betwixt 
the States of the Empire and the Emperor, and to fow Seeds of Jea- 
loufie betwixt one and tother, their Plenipotentiaries were {Carce 
arrivd at Munfter, till they invited, by Letters, all the States of 
the Empire, to fend their Plenipotentiaries thither ; fignifying to 
them, That if they left the management of their Affairs to the Im- 
perial Minifters, all Germany would in a little time become the Pa- 
trimony of one only Family, and undergo the fame Fate that Bohe- 
mia had lately done. The Imperialifts were terribly offended with 
thofé Letters, they declar’d them Libels, and told the Mediator, 
That they did not think it would be any violation of the Law of 
Nations, if they Arrefted the Authors, and punifh’d them as diftur- 
bers of the Publick Peace. But all this did not hinder the Swedes 
from fupporting the French in their Demands; fo that, in fine, the 
Emperor was obliged to invite all the Ele€tors and Princes of the 
Empire, to fend their Deputies to the Treaty. 

The Spaniards had theirs on the place; but the Fr. found fo many 
faults with their full Powers, and there was fo much time requir'd 
to corre€t them, that the Imperialifts, and Bifhop of O/nabrug, 

ropofed the Commencement of the Negotiations, betwixt the 

mpire, France and Sweden, till they wereready. The Spaniards 
‘were much provok’d by the Propofal, ‘but the Freach, who fought 
for nothing more than to create a divifion betwixt the Emperor and 
Spain, accepted the Overture with much fatisfattion , and fo the 
Treaty with Spain was put off till another time. 

In the Emperor’s/Anfwer tothe firft Propofitions, made by France, 
Sweden, and their Allies; he feem’d to yield much in the Points of 
Religion, and the General Amnefty ; but he prefs’d, that at the 
fame time they fhould Treat with Spain, and Re-eftablifh the Duke 
of Lorrain in hisDominions. The French, ‘who had firmly refolv’d 
to.agree to neither, endéavourd to render the Emperor odious to © 


the Catholick Party,.,, To this * they cried out again{t his one 
: ne 
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‘nes to grant the Proteftants their Demands, and declar’d openly, 
me they mould League themfélves rather with the Catholicks and 
Spaniards againit the Proteftants of Germany, than fufier the lealt 
{intrenchment upon the Privileges and Liberties of the Catholick 
Church and Religion. : #43 

This Declaration did not only provoke the Imperia/ifts, but alfo 
divers other Catholick Plenipotentiaries. They pretended that the 
trench impos'd on the Publick,jéeing they themfelves had demanded 
in Favour of the Proteftants, that Matters fhould be re-eftablifh’d 
upon the fame foot as they were in 1618, which would confirm 
all the Pretenfions of thofe Enemies of the Catholick Religion. 
They declar'd at the fame time, That they were not firch ftrangers 
to the fécret Inftru€tions of the French Plenipotentiaries , but. 
that they knew very well, that the Chief and Principal of their 
Orders was, not to offend the Allies of Erance ; that was to fay, the. 
Proteftants. , ee 

And fo it appear’d afterwards, that all the Jnftances of the Nun- 
cio, reprefenting the Damages which the Catholick Religion would 
tuffer , and all the Promifes of the Imperiafifts, to grant whatever 
they demanded, provided they abandon’d their Allies, were to no 
purpofe. They continu’d firm to the interef{t of the Confederates to the. 
laft. The Duke de Longweville, the chief Plenipotentiary of France, 
pleafed himftIf fometimes in Joking with thofé who prefled him. 
not to fupport the Landgrave of Hefe in his Pretenfions; which. 
they alledg’d to be unjuft, and very prejudicial to the Roman Catho- 
lick Religion. Madam la Landerave, faid he, careffes me fo much, 
that I confefs 1 cannet {peak for ber but with fome Peffion. He faid. 
once to the Bifhop of O/mabrug, who prefied him on that fame. 
Head, We muf? do much in favour of fo vertuous a Lady as Madam 
la La ndgrave : Theref we, Gentle men, conquer your felves, conquer 
your jelves, and give all poffible Satisfattion to Madam in what she 
defires, &¢, The Author aceufes the French, of having made equal. 
Promites in thofe Negociations, to the Roman Carholicks and Pro- 
teltants, and to have inceffantly folicited the latter to abate nothi 
in their Demands; and the former, to continue obftinate in their: 
Retufal. He pretends alfo, that the Nuncio, the Imperialifts, and. 
fome other Catholicks, having propos’d to them, undet Troft cer- 
tain advantagious Conditions tor the Catholick Religion : they com- 
municated them in thé firft place to the Minifters of Hefle and af-. 
ip rds to thofe of the other Proteftant States. The Minifters of 
Sweden conicisd, that the French Plenipotentiaries, and the Count 
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d? Avaux in particular, had promis’d them, that they would nox 
hinder the Proteitants from obtaining all that they judy'd fit to de. 
mand, for the Maintenance and Security of their Religion, with« 
out excepting even the Bifhoprick of Ofmabrug, tho’ the fame 
Count had affur'd the Bifhop of that City; that he had not come 
thither but to preferve the Bifhoprick to the Roman Catho. 
licks. 

Who finding themfelves. in a manner abandoned, refolved to 
make a {tricter League amongi{t themfelves, for the Maintenance 
of their Religion. They wrote on this Head to the Ele@ors of Bu- 
varia, Cologne and Ireves, the Duke of Newburg, and others. The 
former of whom anfwered, That he faw indeed how neceffary the 
propoféd Union was, but that every Man who undertakes the build- 
ing of a Tower, ought firft to reckon whether he had wherewith 
to finifh it : Giving them to underftand by this Similitude, that al! 
their League was not {trong enough to oppofé their Enemies, and 
that the fureft Method was, to make Peace with them on the beft 
Terms they conld. 

The Bifhopricks and Ecclefiaftical Revenues were the Prize of 
this Peace; which occafion’d a certain Perfon who was at O/na- 
brug, in the time of the Treaty, to fay, That they playd with Bi- 

Shopricks and Monaftertes, as Children play'd with Nuts, to pafs away 
their Time and divert themfelves. 

There was no Perfon who fo conftantly oppos’d the Seculariza- 
tion of the Bifhopricks, as Francis Wilhtam, Bifhop of Ofnabrug and 
Minden. He complain’d of it often, and boldly, to the Count de 
Traut manfdorf, who,otf his own accord (as he faid) granted the He- 
reticks too Liberally all they demanded. The Count on the other 
hand, laid all the Blame upon the french; who, by fupporting the 
Proteftants, rendred them every day bolder and bolder. He alledges 
alfo, that the Proteftants had a particular Averfion to the Bifhop 
of Ofnabrug, becaute he had been the Emperor’s Commiffary in the 
Circle of Lower Saxony, to oblige them to reftore the Revenues of 
the Church: He had taken a-great Number of Churches and Con- 
vents from’ them, and took great Care to extinguifh their Religion 
in thofe Bifhopricks where he had Power. This was the Keafon, 
fays our Author, why the Proteftants applied themfelves particular- 
ly to defpoil him of all his Benehces. It is true, fays he, that 
fome of them, to render him the more pliable upon this Head, 
fignified to him, that there might be a way found out to make him 
a Compenfation, by Revenues of oi fame or a greater Value ro 
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where. They thought they could have got him elefted Coadju- 
tor to the Bifhop of Mezrs, and his Succefior in the Electorate. 
But he would not be catch’d with any of thefe Baits; and to make 
it appear that ’twas_not his own Intereft which prompted him to 
4G 10. he declar'd, That he was ready to refign all his Benifices in- 
to the Hands of the Pope, provided he would. appoint Catholicks 
to fucceed him. They reckon, that during the Treaty he went 85 
times to the Plenipotentiaries of France, to oblige them to favour 
his Defign: And they as often fed him with fine Promifes, but with: 
out any Performance. 

That which appears moft fingular in the whole Hiftory of thofe 
Negociations, is the manner of concluding the Treaty betwixt the 
Emperor, the Empire, and Fravce. It had been far advanc’d at Maz. 
fier for fome time before; nor had they forborn giving it the fi- 
nifhing Stroke, but to concert the Grand Affair of Religion, and 
how to give Satistaftion to the Swedes. ‘They were already agreed 
on quitting A//ace and the Town of Brifac to France, and to al- 
low the Frenci to keep Garifon in Philipsburg , according to the 
Treaty which that Crown had made with the Elettor of Treves. 
But there ftill remaind abundance of Dithculties to adjuft. The 
French would hear nothing of reftoring the Duke of Lorrain, 
they were refolved to feparate the Emperor and Spamards, and that 
his Imperial Majefty fhould engage himfelf, not to affiil them di- 
reCtly orindire€tly, nor toconcern himéelt with the Affairs or Pro- 
tection of the Circle ot Burgundy.. As thofe Points did particular 
ly relate tothe Emperor, it was Natural to conclude, rhat they 
ought to have been treated of betwixt the Imperial and French Mi- 
nifters. But M. de Servient, who was the only French Plenipo- 
tentiary remaining in Weffphalia, manag’d his Matters fo, that this. 
Athair was difcufs'd betwixt him and moft of the Deputies of the - 
Empire at Ofnabrug, whilft the Emperor’s. Minifters.and thofe of. 
divers other Princes were at Munfter, thundring againft that man- 
ner ot Treating. It is true, they alledge that the Emperor’s two 
—— who — at Munfter, had no full Powers to Treat 
with kreace, and that they were earneftly invited to O/wabr 
forbid by their Matter. : ; Le ono 

It was then at. O/nabrug, that part of the Minifters and. States 
of the Empire concluded the Treaty with France: It was there 
where in fine they agreed to fay nothing of the Duke of Lorrain 
in the Treaty, to leave the Spaniards to accommodate Matters with 


trance as they fhould judge meet,and to engage the Emperor and Em- 
pire, 
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pite, not to fuccour them, ortheCircle of Burgundy; diteXly nor 
indirectly. The Treaty being finithed, they returned to Muzjfter to 

have it Signed by the Minifters of the Emperor, and other Plenipo- 
tentiaries, who remain’d in that City. 

The former refus’d, without expref§ Orders from their Matter; 
Thofe Orders arriv'd at laft, but they could not decipher them, be- 
caufé the Count de Traatman/dorf had left Muznfter for fome time ; 
and that they were writ-in a particular Cipher, which the Imperiak 
Court made ufe of when they wrote to that Count. The, Freuch, 
and the Deputies of theStates of the Empire, thought it was only 
a feint of the Imperialifts, fuggefted to them by the Spaziards, to 
defer the Signing ofa Treaty with which they were fo much difplea- 
fed. There were fome who threatned to proceed further upon this 

Principle, which obliged the Imperialifls to examine the Cipher 
more narrowly. Vo/mar found out the Key of it : The Emperor be- 
ing abandoned by all the World, order’d his Minifters to Sign with- 
out further delay ; which they pertorm/’d. 

_ The Deputy of Burgundy protefted againft a Treaty fo difadvan- 
tageous to thatCircle, and the King of Spain, and fome time after, 
renew'd his Proteftation in along Memoire, which. he caufed to be 
printed. The Imperialifts -finding theStile too fharp, and likely to 
offend France, the Fmperor and the Empire would have hindred its 
publication. But M. de Servient, looking upon that Memoire as 
proper to render the Spamiards odious, fent a Copy of it to Holland 
to be re-printed there. He took care alfo, fays our Author, to al- 
ter it in feveral places, to render. it yet more Satyrical.. For In- 
ftance ; inftead of thofe Words in the Edition publifhed by Order of 
the Minifter of Burgundy, Si Santtum pacts perfadae nomen, i.e. If 
the Sacred Name of Peace can be attributed to a Difhonourable Peace; 
the Edition printed in Ho//and had it, Sz Santtum nomen perfidz patti- 
oni tribuendum, i.e. If that Sacred Name of Peace ought to be attri- 
buted to a perfidious Treaty. 

In this Work there are feveral other remarkable particulars, as to the 
Affair of Lorrain,of the Pa/atinate,and the dexterity of theFrench,&c,

He Studied the Latin Tongue, Divinity, Philofophy, and the Mathe- 
maticks. The Jews, tho’ they knew him, bore with him tora time, 
and promis'd him a Penfion if he would only frequent their Publick 
Worfhip ; but at laft he deferted them, upon which he was afiaffina 
ted by a Few in the Street, and then caft out of their Synagogue. He 
wrote an Apology in Spanifh, wherein he difcover’d his Atheiftical 
Principles. He wasa great admirer of Des Cartes’s Philofophy, and 
betook himfelf to a retired Life, where he {pent his time in Philofo- 
phical Meditations, and forming Microfcopes and Telefcopes ; in 
which he was fo afliduous,that fometimes he did not{tir out of doors 
for 3 months together. He was offer'd.a Profeflors Chair in the Uni- 
verfity of Heidleberg by the Elector Palatin and Invited from the Hague 
by the Prince of Conde. Spinofa did not arrive at the height of Atheifm 
ail of a fudden, but gradually , for in 1663. when he publifh’d the 
Geometrical Demont{tration of Cartes’s Principles: He {peaks very 
foundly of the Deity. 

None hath fo clearly diftover’d the Atheifm, in his Treatife call’d 
Theologico Politicum, as Foannes Bredenburgius of Rotterdam, in his 
Enervation of the faid Treatife. 

Nothing can be more abfurd than the Syftem contain’d in his Poft- 
humous Works, which is look’d on asa Jutt Judgment of God upon 
him for his boldnefs,who atiefting to know too much, feems to have 
underftood nothing well, but fell into fuch palpable Errors, as the 
molt ignorant of Men cannot but difcover. 

His admirers have no reafon to boaft,that fuch as writ againft him, 
have not been able to folve all the difficulties he hath raisd; it’s 
enough that they fubvert the foundations of his Syftem, which all of 
them havedone, as Veltbuy/iws in his Tradlatus.de Cultu Naturali & 
Origine Moralitats. Aubert de Ner{é'in L’Impie convaincu.ou differ- 
tation contre Spincfa, dans Laqueile l’on refute les fondemens de jon 
Atbeifme. Powetus his Fundamenta Atheifmi Everfa five Specimen ab- 
furditatis Athei{mi Spinofiani. Joind to the 24 Pion of his Book 
de Deo, Anima t? Malo Cogitationum,&c.and Wittichins’s Ami-Spino[a

: i Author gives us fome Arguments which fubvert Spinofa’s Hypo- 
tbéefis. 

1. It can’t be,fays he,that the Univerfe is one only Subftance. For 
whatever is extended, muft neceflarily have Parts, and whatever co 
fifts of Parts, muft ofneceffity be compofed: And feeing the parts o 
Extenfion don’t penetrate nor exiftin one another, Univerfal Exten- 
fion is either not a Subftance, or every part of the Extenfion is a Sub- 
{tance diftin&t from all the reft. But Spinofa confeffes, that Univer- 
{al Extenfion is an attribute of Subftance ; and grants, that the Attri- 
bute of Subftance,is not really diftin€&t from Subftance it félf; there- 
fore he muft admit, that Univerfal Extenfion is Subftance, and that 
every part of the Extenfion,is a particular Subftance which overthrows. 
his wholeSy{tem.Moreover,feeing {rom his Principles it is concluded 
that. God and Extenfion are the fame; and that he likewife teaches, 
that this one only Subftance is to be found in the whole. Univerfe, . 
it neceffarily follows, that Extenfion is the moft Simple Being, and. 
like a Mathematical Point void ofall Compofition, but this Propo- 
fition iscontrary to Common Senfe,and overturns all our moft clear 
and diftin&t Ideas : for we do not more clearly perceive that a thou- 
fand is made up of athoufand Unites,than that a Body of 100 Inches 
long confiftsofa 100 Parts,really diftin&t from one another,and each 
. of them an Inch long. 

IL.Spinofa takes away all diftintion of things.yet fure he could not 
doat fo much as to fay, that-he was the fame Man with the Jewwho 
wounded him, or that his Bedand Dining-room are the fame Nume- 
tical Being with the K. of Chima. But behold Spimofa’s Acumen’ He 
will not fay, that two.Trees are two different parts of Extenfion 3. 
but two Modifications of the fame thing: And this is the chief 
Foundation of the Sy{tem he had been fo many Years aforming, But 
whether you divide the Matter of the Univerfe into Partsor Modi- 
fications.the fame Ideas of things will remain,for Univerfal Extenfion 
ean never be. conceived any otherwife than ‘as aSy{tem of many Sut- 
itances. 

III. Modes Cannot exift without the Subftance which they modifie, 
nor can there be. granted many Modes, and plainly diftering from 
one znother’; but fo many different Subftances muft be allowed to 
be their Subjects. A round and a iquare Figure cannot be imprefled 
at the {ame time, upon the. fame Particle of Wax. . i, 

. IV. How 
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TV. How abfurd is it in the Spino/ifts, to fay, ThatGod is nothing 
but Matter it felf,or Extenfion ? How can‘we conceive that God to 
be infinitely Peifect and Unchangeable, when we fee the Parts of 
Matter divided trom one another every moment, and fo corrupted 
and changed ? Spivofa holds, that Univerfal Matter is indivinble, 
and the Parts of it can never be feparated without a Vacuum coming 
®etween, which is impofible. But this fubverts all the Notions of 
Mankind ; for we areas really disjoin’d from our Friends, tho’ the 
Space betwixt us and them be fill’d up with Men in a continued 
Kank, as if there were a Tratt of Land ot Air betwixt us. 

V. He confutes Spio/a's Error, in making God the Inherent Sub- 
ject of Man’s Thoughts, and aflerting that Thought and Extenfion 
‘are two Attributes of the fame Numerical Subitance. No doubt 
Spinofa mock’d at the Myttery of the Ivy , but he himfelf af- 
cribes as many Perfons to the Divine Nature as there are Men, and 
advances a greater Abfurdity than Tran/u)ftantiation, when he af- 
ferts, That One invifible extended. Subftance is every where together ; 
in one Place cold, and in another hot; one where fad, and eliewhere 
joyful. : 

M1. Some Philofophers indeed have arriv’d to that height of Im- 
piety, as to deny there was a God , but Spino/a is the firft that ever 
iuppos'd him liable to all forts of Mifery, as hanging himfelf, throw- 
ing himfelt headlong, &c. when he cannot bear up under the Grief . 
with which he is perpetually tormented : For, fezing according to 
Spinofa, Man isonly a Moditication of Matter, it is not Man but God - 
who does all thofé things. :

He would 
futter no Body to fee him on his Death-bed that might be witnefS 
of his Inconftancy ,; yet the Author fays, That a Learned and Pious 
Minifter, who had it from thofé that were about hi vat his Deat

inform’d him, that when his End approach’d he cried: out, O God 
be merciful to me a Sinner : And being thereupon ask’d, If he dia | 
now acknowledge the Exiftence of a God,and dread bim ay his future 
judge ¢ He anfwered, No ; but that Cuftom bad extorted thofe Words 
Jrom bim, He is faid to have haften’d his own Death by Opium.

E think this Ingenious Spicilegium, very well deferves a 
place amongft The Works of ‘the Learned, fince to it the 

World ftands indebted for thofe Remains of Anti uity ; fome of 
which-had never been publifhed before. In the Preface the Author 
informs us of the Motive and End of his Defign.; letting us know 
that the Confideration of the many Se¢ts and Parties which Divide 
and Rend the Church of Chrift, mov’d him toundertake this Col- 
lection of the three Firft and Purett Ages of Chriftianity; as fuppo- 
fing there could be no better expedient to heal our Divifions and Dif- 
fentions; than to refleét on the Pra¢tice and Opinions of the Primitive 
Fathers. This we canlearn by no other way than Tradition ; which 

though decry’d too much by fome, and obfcur’d with Fabulous Re- 
lations by others ; yet, when handed down to us ina clear light, can- 
not but be of great ufe to acquaint ts with the Occurrences of palt 
times. 

This Firft Volume takes in the Writings of the Catholick Fathers, 
and Hereticks of the firft Century of Chriftianity ; wherein he ob- 
f2rves this method : . 

. Firft, He ufhers in each Writing with a Difertation; then he 
gives usthe whole Copy of the Work, or Fragments of it extracted 
out of the Writings of other Fathers : ; with the various Le¢tions to 
be met with either in Printed Copies or Manufcripts; and the whole 
he has illuftrated with Curious and Judicious Remarks annexed to 


the end of his Book. 


He begins with aDiffertation concerning the Letter of Agharus, 
or Abgarus, King of Edeffa, to Fefns Chri/t, and our Saviour’s Aniwer to 
to that King. Thefe Letters though taken from the Archives of 


Edeffa, and Recorded by Exfebins, yet are look’d upon as {purious, by; 
| E many 
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many of the Reformed as well asthe Roman Church. But however 
our Author inclines to believe them not fpurious; though at the 
fame time he owns them to be Dubious and Apocryphal. After this 
he gives us a Copy of both thefe Letters, and the Hiltory of them 
taken from the fame Archives in Greek and Latin as they arein a 
Manufcript in the Bodleian Library. To thefe he fubjeyns feveral 
Sayings of our Saviour not mentioned by the four Evangelifts, but by 
thers, as by St. Paul, Ads 20. 25. by St. Barnabas inhis Epiftle, 
Numb. 4,and 5. By Clement Romanus in his Epiftle to the Corinthians, 
Numb. 4, 5,8. By Ju/tin Martyr in his Dialogue with Trypho the Jew, 
p- 267. By Clemens Alexandrinus in the Firft Book of his Stromatz, 
p. 346. And by Origen in his Commeatary on St. Matthew, p. 308. 
Next he proceeds To the Gofpel of the Twelve Apoftles, or, The 
Gofpe! according to the Hebrews , on which he beftows a large Preface : 
And though it be a dubious Piece, and by the Primitive Chriftians 
reckon’d Apocryphal, yet it was accounted Orthodox by them; who 
frequeiitly cited paflages out ofit. For S. Jgnatius in his Epiftleto 
the Smyrneans $. 3. Clemens Alexandrinus in his Stromata Book 1. 
p. 380. Origen, Epiphaniws, and St. Ferom in feveral places of their 
Works have cited this Gofpel , and the laft of thefe Fathers took the 
pains to Tranflate itinto Greek and Latin, “ which (faysour Au- 
“‘ thor) he would never have done, Si purum putum Hareticorum fuiffer 
“ Commentum, if ithad been only a forged piece of the Hereticks. __ 
The Gofpel according to the Egyptians was Compiled by the Chrifti- 
ans of that Country, as appears by the very Stile of it, which is 
Myfterious and Allegorical. However though it be reckon’d among 
the Apocryphal Writings yet it ‘was cited by Clemens Remanus, Clemens 
Alexandrinus, and Epiphanius, as Orthodox. However fome Hereticks 
took a a the ae of its ftile, to pervertit to 
maintain their own Damnable Opini iti 
feveral me oe into the Tox Bagg ir ae moe 
After this Mr..Grabias proceeds to account fort 
Apoftles, quoted by Ifidorus Pelufiota; for their Beto An 
nons: for St. Peter’s Apocrypha, Apocalypfe, and Aits ; and for the Apo- 
crypha of St. Paul; call’'d The Aéts of Paul and Thecla. On each of 
thefe he has beftowed a Prefatory Difcourk, wherein he has fhown 
a great deal of Judgment in the choice of his Citations and Areu 
to prove thefe pieces to be of Ancient ftanding.thongh rem sig 
retick and bh ° Bs ug corrupted byHe- 
S, perhaps not belonging tothe Perfonswhofe Names th 
a — A&s of Paul and Thecla he has fet down at large, the Grak ) 
ug taken out of an Ancient Copy inthe Bodleian Library, and the 
: Latin 
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Latin Verfion he.correéted fromthe Old Tranflation, and fupplyed 
from the Greek Commentary of Ba/fil of Seleucia, and at theend has 
fubjoyned the Old Verfion Entire. 

The Teftament of the Twelve Patriarchs follows next in order; which 
(asour Author obfgrves) was publifhed the laft Age, at firft by its 
felf, and afterwards in the Firft Volume of the Bibliotheca Patrum. 
Who was the Writer of this Piece is uncertain. Dr. Cave and Mr. 
Dodwell fuppofe it to be Written by a Converted Jew ; the former 
thinks about the latter end of the Second Century; but the latter be- 
lieves it compos’d in the Firft Century of Chriftianity, becaufe, as he 
fays, the ftile is Helleniftical. Mr. Grabivs cannot digeft either of 
thefe Opinions, but ftarts up a third of hisown: For he thinks it 
to be penn’d formerly by a Jew,and-afterwards Additions and Interpo- 
lations made thereto by a Chriftian. Let the Cafe be how it will, it is 
not much matter; fince (if Dupin may becredited) ’tis a Book whol- 
ly filled with Trifies and Impertinences, and deferves nothing but 
Contempt. Mr. Grabius, it feems, is not of the French Dottor’s mind, 
but thinks it fo valuable as to give it the Worldentire, both in Greek 
and Latin; which he‘fluftrates with Notes % hronological Ta- 
bles.at the end ofthe Volume; with which Tables Mr. Dodwell fa- 
voured ‘our Author. - 

He fhuts up his Accountof the Ecclefiaftical Writings of the Cen- 
tury, with the Genuine and Suppofititious Works of St. Clement 
the Roman; and fays that his firft Epiftle to the Corizrhians is a piece 
which none has ever call’d in Queftion: But the exaé time of his 
Writing it has afforded matter of Difpute among the Learned ; whofe 
Arguments Mr. Grabius gives us at large in his Differtation. Asto 
the Second Epiftle of St. Clement to the Corinthians, a Fragment Where- 
of is ftill. extant; Our Author believes itfpurious, and made about 
the middle of the third Century. His Arguments againft this and other 
Works afcrib’d to this Clement, we fhall not at prefent examine, bu 
‘leave them with the whole Book, to be tryed by better Judgments. 
We fhall not concern our felves with what he tells us of the Writings 
of Simon Magus Cerinthus, and the other Hereticks of the Firft Century, 
fince he only gives a touch upon them. 

After all it muft be acknowledged, that he has ufeda great deal of 
Solidity and Judgment, in this Account which he has given us of the 
Writings and Fragments of the Authors of this Century. His Stile 
is Clear, his Citations Pertinent, and his Thoughts Juft. This 
fmall Volume gives usa pleaiing profpe& of what we may expect from: 
him in the two next. Of which we fhall give the World an impartial

OW much Atheifin and Infidelity has of Iate prevail’d is too 
vifible, and cannot be too much lamented. Not only the 
Mean and Ignorant, but Men of Letters and Parts .have enter’d the 
Lifts againft the Chriftian and all Reveal’d Religion, which they 
would fain reprefent to unthinking Minds asa Falfity and Impofture. 
Some of thefe Gentlemen do indeed own a God, and a Providence, 
and ftand up for Natural Religion and Morality ; but they mufter 
up all the petty Objections they can think of, to oppofe and fub- 
vert the Chriftian Faith, ”Tis true, whatever Pretences they make 
to Wit and Ingenuity. yet they do not fhew themfclves Mafters of 
much Judgment, or more Civility than their Neighbours ; fince 
Banter and Ralleryggne the beft Arguments they make ufe of, and a 
prophane Jeft fom@tames pafles for a fufficieat Reply to all that hall be 
objected to them. 

Thefe laft fort of Infidels are the Men whom the Doéior in his 
Conference has to deal with. He brings in two Gentlemen under 
feign’d Names, arguing the Cafe in a familiar, eafie, and natural 
way of Converfation. The One, a Profefs’d Theis, raifes all the 
Objections that are ufually urg’d againft our moft Holy Religion, ei- 
ther in the Writings of Spizofa, Hobbs, and others, or which are 
madggufe of in common D:fcourfe and Converfation: Whilft the 
Other, a Genteel but Sincere Chri/tian, vindicates the Faith from the 
Blafphemies and Cavils of thofe unreafonable and gainfaying Men. 

The Reverend Author has divided his Conference into Four Parts.

the Reafonablenefs of the Mediatorfhip of Ye/us Chrif. 

fu the Third part our Author -aniwers the Objections, which 
the Theifts produce to confront the Ancient Predi¢tions coacerning 
our Bleffed Saviour; by Illuftrating thofe Places of thé Prophets 
which foretell the coming of the promisd Aéeffiazs: then he Vin-» 
dicates at large the Lives, Actions and Miracles of Jefus Curiff, 
and his Apoftles, and the Doétrines of the Chriftian Religion, as 
containd in Scripture, from the Blafphemous. Exceptions of the In- 
credulous. 

This is the Sum and Subftance of the Subjeft-Matter con- 
tain’d in the firft three Conferences; and enough to recommend 
the Perufal of them to all Chriftians, who are detirous to be fur- 
nifhed with found Arguments in.defence of their moft holy Faith, 
which is fo openly attak’d by the bold and daring Objections of 
the Gentlemen of this Infidel-Way. And one would reafonably ex- 
pect they might prevail rpon and Convert the Sober, Modeft:and 
Thinking part of Theifts, nay all who are not abandon’d to the 
Wildeft Prejudice , and to the moft obftinate Incredulity. But 
’tis in vain to argue with thofe kind of Men, if they will not ad- 
mit of any Revelation, nor allow of any part of thofe holy Wri- 
tings, on which the Truth of our Chriftian Faith is Founded: For 
(as our Saviour Obferv’d ina like Cafe) Jf they. wilh not hear Adofes 
and the Prophets, neither will they be perfwaded tho? One Rofe from the 
Dead. Luke 16. 31. 

’*Tis upon this Account, that Dr. Wicholls proceeds, in his fourth. 
and Laft Conference, to evince the Truth of the Holy Scriptures, 
upon whofe Authority all that he had argued for before depends. 
He knew the Gaining of this Point would for ever ftop the Theift’s 
Mouth, and fhame him out of all his Pretenfions to Infidelity, and 
a Disbelief of the Reveal’d and Chriftian Religion. 

Now in this laft Conference, the Gentlemen concern’d obferve 
this Method; firft they argue upon the Authority of Scripture, then 
they difcourfe of its Style, and laftly the Truth and Excellency of 
the Chriftian Religion is fully. evinc’d. 

1. The firft of thefe, viz. the Authority of Seripture is elta- 
blifhed by our Author upon as preat and weighty Arguments as 
the Nature of the thing will bear. It is refcued from the Obie 
by lois 
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ions gather’d out of Hobbs, Spinofa, Pererius, and others. Afofes 
is prov'd to be the Author of the Pentateuch, notwithftanding their 
Cavils, and the precarious Suppofition of Father Simon in the Cafe ; 
That Father fays, That the Book of the Pentateuch, as other parts 
of the Old Teftament, were wrote by the publick Scribes of the 
Jews, upon loofe Leaves, roll’d up together, round a Stick, and af- 
terwards compiled into the Form of Books by E/dras, or fome other 
modern Writer; which loofe Leaves occafion’d the Tranfpofitions 
ot Paffages, and the Repetitions frequently to be met withal in Scri- 
pture. This, as our Author fays, is a very fine ’yporhefis indeed , 
but it has been fafficiently refuted not only by Dr. Nicholls in this 
Treatife, but alfo by Monfieur Dupin, in his Introductory Diflerta- 
tion concerning the Authors of the Books of the Old Teftament. 
Tis fufficient in this place to obferve, That our Reverend Advocate 
for the Chriftian Faith refutes Father Simon’s Hyporhefis, by fthewing, 
(1.) That there were no fettled Scribes to write Scripture among 
the Jews. - (2.) That the Jewifh Books were not originally wrote 
upon loofe Leaves, but upon Rolls. (3.) That no Compilers of the 
Jewith Nation were allowed to alter Original Scripture, there being 
a pofitive command inthe Law againft any attempt ofthis Nature; 
asin Dent. 4.2. You fhall not add unto the Word which I command you ; 
neither {hall you dimunifh ought from it. So that from the whole he con- 
cludes,that the Books of Afofes were not forged by Efdras or any other 
Modern Scribe, but were truly his own Writings; being acknow- 
‘ledged as his by all Antiquity ; not only by the Primitive Chriftians, 
but alfo by the more ancient Jewsand HeathenWriters ; even by thofe 
who were the moft malicious Oppofers of -the Jewifh and Chriftian 
Religion, fuch as Julian, Porphiry and Celfus : Thefe laft were the de- 
clar’d and profefs’d Enemies of AZofes, of the Fems, and of Fefus Chrift : 
and yet, as the Dr. exprefles himfelf, Though they endeavoured upon all 
occufions to expofe the Laws and Hiftorical Relations of Mofes they never 
had the Forehead to affert that he was not the Author of them. 2 
After this the Authors of the other Books of the Old Teftament 
are accounted ior, and though it is uncertain who were the real 
Penmen of fome of them, yet all are proved to be Canonical. and 
admitted as fuch by the unanimous confent of the Jews. ‘ 
Be ve sa the Authority of the Books of the Old | 
ameat, the Dr. proceeds to prove the Authenticknefs of thofe of 
the New. He proves that St. Adarthem was the Writer of the Go- 
{pel that bears his Name ; which according to the Teftimony ofthe 
moft Ancient in the Chriftian Church was wrote in Hebrew, after-

wards Tranflated into Greek in the Apoftolick times : That the Go- 
fpel according to St. A¢4ark was Penn’d by one of that Name, a Dif- 
ciple of St. Peter: That St. Luke a Difciple of St. Paul wrote the 
Gofpel which goes under-his Name, and the Aéts of the Apoftles: 
That St. Fobn the Apoftle wrote the Gofpel, the three Epiftles and 
the Revelations which are afcribed tohim. That St. Paw, St. Perer 
St. Fames and St. Fude wrote the Epiftles that are under their Names. 
And thatall thefe Writings were univerfally received into the Canon - 
of the Church in the firft Ages of Chriftianity. It muft be confefs’d 
that the Epiltle to. the Hebrews, St. Peter’s Second Epiftle, the Epiftle 
of St. Fames, the Second and Third Epiftles of St. ‘fobn, and his Re- 
velations, withthe Epiftle of fude, were not at firft reckoned Canoni- 
cal: But at laft they were owned as fuch by the Primitive Chriftians, 
as containing nothing in them contrary tothe Chrilftian Faith; and - 
as fuch they have been univerfally received by all fucceeding Ages. 

As to what the Thez/t objects, “ That tho’ thofe Books were wrote by 
“the Apoftolical Authors, they are afcribed to, yet it doesnot ap- 
“¢ near that they were infpired by God,as the Prophets of oid were.To 
this, and a great deal more Objected out of Spinofa againft the Divine 
Infpiration of the Books of the New Teftament it is Anfwered, and 
Proved particularly; (1.) That the Old Teftament was no more In- 
fpired thanthe New. 2. That the Apoftles did not all Doubt or 
Finctuate in their Dottrines, as if they were notfureof what they 
faid. (3.) That the want of exactnefs in the Greek is no Argument 
againft the Apoftles being Infpired. (4.) Nor their Reafoning and 
Arguing, &c. But we will «not give youthe Anfwer in any more 
particulars, but refer the Reader to the Conference it felf: For be- 
fides this, he replies at large to the other Objections that are 
brought againft the Infpiration of the New Teftament;, and proves 
from Reafon, Scripture and Ancient Authority, that the Books of 
the Holy Scripture, and particularly of the New Teftament were infpi- 
red by the Holy Ghoft. Then inthe laft place he confiders theeex- 
tent of Divine Infpiration, and how far the Apoftles were infpired 
by the Holy Ghoft. A 

2. The Second thing which falls under the Debate of the two An- 

-tagonifts, is the Stile of Scripture. The Theif charges it with want 
of Eloquence, and of Method ; with Obfcurity 5‘ with Triflings and 
Impertinences; with Repetitions ; with want of Solid Reafoning, and 
with feeming Contradi¢tions, and the like.

3. The lait point was, to fhew the Truth and Excellency of the: ° 
Chriftian Religion, which our Author proves by Nine excellent 
Arguments. Firft from the Foolifh Scheme of Infidel Principles, 
whether we contider their groundlefs ObjeGtions againft Chriftianity, 
or their Idle Syftem of Moral Principles. 2. From the Harmony 
of the Parts of Cnriftianity. 3. From the great Progrefs and Growth 
of it inthe World. 4. From the Prophecies contained in the New 
Teftament, which have been fice fulfilled ; fuch' as the Refurredcti- 
on of Chrift, the Defcent of the Holy Ghoit, the Deftruétion of fe- 
vufalem, and thelike. 5. Fromthe Miracles of our Saviour and his 
Apoftles, which confirm’d the Chriftan Faith. 6. From the Excel- 
lency of the Chriftian Dottrine; whether confidered as Speculative 
or Practical, or as Motives to either. 7. From the comparifon of 
Chriftianity with the falfe Religions now in .the World, as Heathe- 
nifm, Judaifm and Mahometifin. 8. From the influence the Chriftian 
Religion has on the Lives of Men. 9. Laftly, From the exa& Hiftori- 
cal Evidence and indifputable Teftimony of what the Apoftles taught 
and did. And then he fhuts up the whole Conference, with a word 
or two of Adviceto the convinc’d Theift. 

Thus have we run through the whole Conference, whichis ex- 
cellent and exa¢t in allits parts. The defign of our Author, and the 
method he has taken in profecuting that defign are admirable. His 
Stile is Clear, Familiar, Eafie and Natural; and fuch as is fuited to 
the Capacities of thofe who will not be prevail’d apon to perufe the 
more Elaborate and Polemical Difcourfes of other Authors on this 
Subject ; His Arguments, though dreft.up in a pleafing and charmin 
Garb, are yet Grave, Solid and Weighty: In a word, the whole 
is work’dup with that Accuracy and Exactnefs, with that PolitenefS 
and Strength, as may command the Confent and Approbation ofthe 
Friends, and the Refpeat of even the Enemies of our Holy Religion.

HE Annual Lecture Founded and Endow’d by the late Honour- 

able Mr. Boyl, has been, and will doubtlefs prove of great Ad- 
vantage to theChriftian World. None butaPerfon of fucha large 
Soul could have propos’d fo Noble a Defign, as the maintaining our 
Common Faith again{t the open and daring Enemiesof Ours, and of all 
Reveal’d Religion: He faw Chriftianity miferably crumbled and di- 
vided into Sects and Parties,and each Party and Divilion carrying on a 
Civil War among themfelves with theutmoft Force and Animofity ; 
without regarding the Advantages which their Common Enemy made 
of thofe their Inteftine Heatsand Quarrels. He could not fee this with- 
out lamenting the prefent State, and dreading the fatal Con fequences of 
thofe Controverties among Chriftians. Upon this,as his Lalft,his Great- 
eft, and his Dying Act and Deed, he eftablifhes his Yearly Lecture, . 
injoyning thofe who Preach’d it to maintain the Chriftian Religion 
again{t Atheifts, Deifts, Fews, and A¢chometans, without entring upon 
the Difputes agitated between the feveral divided Parties Profefling 
Chriftianity. What happy effects this his Defign has produced, ap- 
pears from thofe excellent Difcourfes Preach’d and Printed upon that 
Occafion for thefe Seven years laft paft,; ot which thofe of the Reve- 
rend Dr. Wiliams,now Bifhop ef Chicheffer, of the Bifhop of Bath and 
iVells, and of Mr. Gafrill, may claim the-higheft Rank. And it may 
be very reafonably expected, that from a Defign of this Nature, our 
Nation will be furnifhed with fuch folid Arguments for the Chriftian 
Religion, and fuch Anfwers tothe Objections of Infidels againtft it, 
as no other in Exrope can ever give us the like. 

Dr. Nicholls inhis four Conferences, defends Chriftianity againft 
the Infidels, which skreen themfelves under the Name of Theifts ;

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thought fit to advertife the Reader of, and hope that the Dr. will 
not be offended at it. 


t is feveral years fince the Bifhop (then only Dr. Kidder} publifh’d 
his firft part of the Demonftration if the Meffias, which he divided into 
XI. Chapters. His whole Defign in that, was to prove that our Fe/us 
was the true Afefias, who, according to the Promifes and Predictions 
of Old was to come into the World. Therein he accounts for the 
Names of Yefus and Chrift, and fhews the importance of them; for 
the Birth, Lineage and Kindred ; for the Miracles, Doctrines, Suf- 
ferings, Refurrection, and Afcenfion of Fe/us Chriff ; and proves at 
large the truth of thefe Points, and from thence demontftrates that 
Se(us was the very Chrij?. Inthis part he likewife explains feveral 
places of Scripture relating to this Subject ; of which he gives us a 
particular Catalogue at the end, referring usto the Pages of the 
Book wherein they are explain’d. 

This Second Part, which is newly Publifhed, is wholly taken up 
with Anfwering the Yews Objections againft the Chriftian Religion. 
He at firft drew up the Objections into one Body, and intended it 
(as he informs us in the Preface) for the firft Chapter of the fol- 


lowing Difcourfe: But upon fecond Thoughts, and the Advice of 
Friends, he did afterwardsdivide them, and foordered it, that the 


ObjeGtions and Anfwers might lie together: Becaufe, as he there 
adds, it was thought fome might read the Objections, and never look 
after the Anfwers that lay remote; which is a piece of great infince- 
rity, and fuch as the Yews might. be very well fufpected of. This 
part is divided into fixteen Chapters, of which we think it very 
proper to give fome fhort Account by way of Extrait, fo as to give 
the ingens ne aaperpocice a a tafte of the whole. 

In the fir pter, he inveighs feverely againft the Yewifh Infi- 
delity, and fhews that the Chriftian Doétine wants she Tefen 
Grounds of Credibility ; and that the Fews haveas muchreafon to own 
Je/us a Prophet fent by God, as to believe the Divine Miffion of 
Mofes. This the Bithop proves by unconteftable Arguments, and 
fhews, - that upon the Accounts that they believe Afo/es to be atrue

they believe AZofes to bea Pro 
arethefe, 1.) Becaufe many Sirecies were A leesiy 3 - 
firm their Fathers in this belief. (2.) Becaufe what he Predicted of 
their being carryed away Captive by the Romans, and of their Difper- 
lion,did accordingly come to pafs. (3.)Becaufe they have an unexceptio- 
nable Tradition of the matters of Fact. (4.) Becaufe the Writings of

firmed, are worthy of Belief. Upon ail thefe Grounds our Author 
Demonftrates, that the Yews have greater Reafon to believe Yefus to 
be the AMeffias, (1.) Becaufe the Miracles which Yes did were more, 
greater and more beneficial to Mankind, than thofe which Afofes 
wrought : And here he anfwers at large what the Jems might obje& 
out of Dent. 13. 1, 2, 3. (2.) Becaufe Fefis foretold many things 
which were prefently to take effeét, which if they had not taken ef- 
fect, would have prov’d him a falfe Prophet; and ifthey did, muft 
needs prove him a true one: And laftly, Becaufe the things which he 
foretold, and afterwards came to pafs, were ofthat Nature thatthey 
prociaim’d him to be fent by God ; being things above the reach of 
Created Underftanding to forefee: Whereas on the other fide, Afofes 
predicted only one thing, which was compleated 1500 years after, 
and which if it had never been compleated would not have prov'd 
him a falfe Prophet, any more than the non-completion of Yonah’s 
Prophecy of the Deftruction of Nixeveh, prov’d him to bea falfe 
Prophet. This point the Bifhop Illuftrates, by particularizing on 
what our Saviour predicted concerning the Deftruétion of the Yewifh 
Temple, and of Ferufalem, and the Signs which preceded both. 
(3.) Beeaufe the Chriftian Tradition is as unexceptionable as that 
which 1s pleaded in behalf of the ems. (4.) Becaufe the Jews have 
the fame, and greater Reafon to receive the Four Gofpels, which 
they have for receiving the Writings of AZofes. And here he fhews, 
that the Perfoxs who wrote the Gofpels, that the Books themfelves, 
and that the Tradition by which thefe Books wereconvey’d to us, 
are more unexceptionable than any thing the Yews can offer concern- 
ing the Writings of Afofes. After this, he draws three Corollaries or. 
Conclufions from the preceding Difcourfe; and, upon the whole mat- 
ter concludes, that the Yewifh Infidelity proceeds nét from want of 
Credibility in the Chriftian Religion; nor from an invincible igno- 
rance, but from. other Caufes, fome owing to themfelves, and the 
reft to others. Firft, The Bifhop fhews, thatthe more Principal 
Caufes proceeding from themfelves of rejecting Fefws at firft, werea 
Carnal and Worldly Temper; Malice and Pertinacy; and their 
Pride and Haughtinefs of Spirit. Secondly, He fhews other Caufes 
of their Infidelity owing to themfelves, which are lefs Principal ; 
fuch as (1.) Anovervaluing of Rites and Inftitutions; with too 
great a neglect of Moral Vertues. (2.) A Belief that they were 
obliged to give a Blind and Implicit Affent to their Superiors, with- 
out ufiug their Judgment of Difcretion, and examining the Merits 
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of the Caufe. (3.), Too great an Opinion of their Traditional or + 
Oral Law, inftead of adhering tothat which was written. Upon 
this (fays the Bifhop) God abandoned them, and their hearts were 
hardned and this was a.judicial Hardnefs for their Former Wick- 
ednefs. This is Explain’d with fome Texts of Scripture. relating 
thereto. But Fourthly, another Caufe of their Infidelity 1s, That 
fincetheyhave ceas’d to be God’s People they have been alfo de- 
priv’d for their Sins, of the Means of bringing them to the Know- 
ledge of the Truth. And then. Fifthly and Laftly, he fays, that 
the Modern Chriftians have laid many Stumbling Blocks in their 
Way: Such as (1.) The Wicked Lives of Chriftians. (2.) The 
weak Arguments that have been usd to convince the Yems. (3.) | 
Many Do@rines and undue Practices which continue in the Chri- 
ftian Church. (4.) Andlaftly, the Contentions and Wars, the Se- 
veral Se&ts and Factions in the Chriftian Church. Then he ac- 
counts for four other Hinderances of the Jews Converfion, and with 
them fhuts up this Chapter. | | 

In the two next Chapters he anfwers the Yews Objections againft 
the Credibility of the four Gofpels, which are,reducible to four 
Heads. The two firft he anfwers in the Second, the two others in 
the third Chapter. 

Firft, the Jews Obje&, “ That the Hiftory of the Gofpel is in- 
“confiftent with it felf, or with the Notoriety of Matter of Fact: 
“‘of which they offer feveral Inftances ; fuch as(1.) the Genealogy 
“of St. Afatthew, compar’d with that of St. Luke. (2.) The Ac- 
““count given of Jt/us his Curfing the Figttee, by St. Afark. (3.) 
“the Prayer of efus upon the Crofs, Luke 23. 34. (4.) The va- 
«Tous account given by the Evangelifts of our Saviour’s Refureéti- 
1 On. (5) And laftly, Thofe Words. Joh. 2. 20. Forty and Six 

Years was thys Temple in Buildirg. As to the Genealogies of St. 
Matthew. and St. Luke, Our Author referves that matter to be confi- 
der da-part, in the Sequel of the Diicourfe: But to other particulars 
of the Objection, he gives a Full, Satisfa@ory and Convincing Re- 
ply, proving that there is not the Leaft inconfiftency in any of the 
lnftances which the Yews mention. 

_ Seconaly the Fews Object, That the Hiftory-of the Four Gofpels 
is incontiftent with the Law of Afojes. Becaufe what Afofes Com- 
manded, Deut. 6. 13. is forbidden by Jefis, Adate. 5. 34. Befides - 
. olygamy and Divorces are prohibited by Yefus, which were allow’d 

y $ ofes. And the one calls the Loving One Another a New Com- 

manamen and his Commandment Joh. 13. 34. and Chap. 15.. 12, 


whereas 
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whereas in truth, it was a Precept of Afofes. To each of thefe 


points the Bifhop gives the Yew a Short but-particular Anfwer ; 
And then Proceeds to anfwer in the third Chapter the two other 
Objections brought againft the Credibility of the Gofpels. 

Thirdly, therefore they Obje&. That they contain fome things 
in them which are Inconfiftent with what we Chriftians commonly 
believe. Such as the Perpetual Virginity of the Virgin Afzry, which 
(fay they) is inconfiftent with Aa. 1.25. Our Believing, Yefus to 
be God and Man; which they urge is inconfiftent with A@ar. 49. 17. 
Chap. 20. 23. Mark. 6. 5. and Chap. 13. 32. Our Belief that 
Fefus fuffer’d on Friday in the Evening, and rofe very Early on the 
Fir ft day of the Week; which fay the Jews is utterly inconfiftent with 
Matt. 12. 40. 

Fourthly, they Object, That the Evangelifts mifquote and mifap- 
ply the Tejtimonies which they had produced out of the Old Telta- 
ment; either by quoting what is no where to be found, as in AZar. 
2. 23. Mat. §. 4.3. -Fohn.7.38. Chap.19. v.28. and 36. Or by 
quoting falfely or by miftake, as AZark 2..26. Mat. 23. 25. Mat.27: 9. 
Or laftly, by quoting places notto the purpofe, as Ada. 2.15. and 
v. 16, 17. Thefe are the things with which the Fewscharge the 
four Evangeli/ts, and which they Object againft the Credibility of their 
Writings. But our Right Reverend Author fufficiently contutesthem, 
by explaining the feveral paflages, upon which they ground the par- 
ticulars of their Objections; and by fhewing that they do not 
rightly underftand thofe places which they offer as fueh weighty 
Proofs againft the Truth and Authority of the Gofpels. ‘theic 
three firft Chapters contain the Subftance of what the Bithop deliver’d 
fome years ago inthe Theological Leéture of the Honourable Mr. Boy/; 
and to thefe he joyned other Papers that lay by him on the fame Sub- 
ject, which make upthe Remainder of this his Learned Treatife. 

In the fourth Chapter, the Bifhop proceeds to anfwer what the 
Sems obje&t againft the other parts of the New Tefiament. As for the 
trifling.exceptions he pafles them by, as beg fo weak as not to de- 
fervean Aniwer. Thofe which he hereconiiders, his Method is to 
conlider them in that order in which they lie in the Books of the New. 
Teftament ; following herein (as he tells us, p. 219.) the Method in 
which R. J/aac hath laid them before us. The places againft which 
their chieteft Objections are rais’d, are thefe Sixteen: (1.) Atts 5. 
where the Jews pretend that the procecding again{ft Avanias and Sap- 
phira was tnjuft. (2, 3,4) §-) Als 7.%- 45 14516,42,43. Where: 
they charge St. Stephen with Untruth, grofs Errors, and falfe Re-

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prefentations. (6.) Aéts 13. 21. Where they except again{ft Paul’s 
accountof the time of Sawl’s Reign. (7.) As 16. 3. Where they charge 
Paul with acing inconfiftently with himfelf, in circumcifing Tsmo- 
thy. (%.) 1 Cor.1§. §4¢ Where they charge the fame Apoftle with 
perverting the place he quotes out of the Old Teftament. (9.) Gal. 
3. 16. From which place they pretend to prove the Apoftle’s want 
of skiliand judgement, in laying fuch a ftrefs upon the figular num- 
ber. (10.) Eph. 4. 8. Where the Fem charges the Apoftle with 
perverting the words of the Pfalmift which he quotes; and infinuates, 
that he does this to ferve his caufe. (11.) Heb. 1.5. Where the 
Yews pretend that the words ofthe Text, are fpoken of King David, 
and can aflord no proof for the Chriftians. (12.) Heb. 2.7. This 
they pretend is inconfiftent with what is faid Chap. 1.6. (13.) Heb. 
8. 8, ec. This place is quoted from er. 31. which the few pre- 
tends is nothing to the purpofe for which it was produced. (14.) Heb. 
10.5. Here the Jews find tault with the Author of this Epiftle, for 
corrupting the place which he pretends to quote from the 4orh. P/alm, 
that it may feem to ferve the purpofe for which he cites it. (15.) Fam. 
2. 24. The Yer pretends what is delivered in this place, is contra- 
diced by St. Paul, Rom. 3. 28. Gal. 2.16. Hence he infers, that

‘4 The following Chapters to the Laft, are Anfwers to the Excepti- 
ons which the fews offer to the Genealogy of ¥efws, as recorded by 
St. Matthew and St. Luke. Inthe Sixth Chapter he fums up the 
Exceptions, and fetsthem down at large. In the*three next Chap- 
ters he anfwers the Objections broughtagainft St. AZatthew’s Account. 
The Tenth Chapter isan Anfwer to their Exceptions againft St. 
Lwke’s inferting a fecond Canaan in his Genealogy. The Eleventh 
Chapter is an anf{wer to the Objection which the Jers make agaiatt 
both the Evangelifts, wherein the Bifhop proves (1.) That St. 
Matthew hath Omitted fome Names in his Second Interval. (2. ) That 
the two Evangelifts do not keep in the fame Line from David. (3.)

In the thirteenth Chapter he gives us the Reafons why it was pro- 
per we fhould have the Genealogy of Sofeph, which the Yews pre- 
tend is nothing tothe purpofe. The Fourteenth offers at an Opi- 
nion that St. Lvke, gives the Genealogy of %efus by his Mother’s 
Side, as St. AZatthew does by the Father’s, which is very probable, 
tho’ the Bifhop determines nothing in that Cafe. The fifteenth con- 
tains Anfwers to thofe fix Queries, viz. (1.) Why St. Matthew be- 
gins his Genealogy with calling ¥e/us the Son of David and Abra- 
ham? Towhich, ’tis Anfwer’d, Becaufe they were the Perfons to 
whom the Promifeof the A4efias was very folemaly made.

Why Facob is 
faid here, not only to have begotten Judas, but his Brethren alfo. 
(4.) Why David is only called King ? (5.) Why the Women are 
mention’d in the Genealogy of St. A@atthew? (6.) Why it is faid 
that Jofias begat Fechonias and his Brethren?

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Qneries a full and particular Solution is likewife given. The Laft 
Chapter is taken up with proving againft the fews, that Elas is 
already Come, That John Baptift was that Elias Propheiied Ped 
Malachi, and that the Words of St. John, who denies himfel to 
be Flias, and thofe of Yefxs who affirms him to be -the Elias, are 
not repugnant. At the End of this Treatife he annexes the Places 
of Scripture whith are Explain’d in the Book, and refers the 
Reader to the Pages where they may be found. ; 
Thus.have we given you an Extract of the Second Part of the De- 
monftration of the Afeffias: We hope it fuficient to give the World 
a Tafte of the Learning, Judgment and Solidity of this Excellent 
Divine, as well as Father of our Church ; and enough to raife in the 
Ingenious Chriftian a longing Defire to fee the Remaining Parts of 
this Work, which the Bifhop has promifed ns in the Preface.

Andnone more proper to enter the Lifts 
againft the Yew, than One who is fo well vers’d in the Language 
dnd Cuftoms of that Nation, as Our Bifhop is. Nor could they 
have detir’d a fairer Adverfary, who fairly and fincerely reprefents 
their Objections in their full Weight and Meafure, without abating 
their Force, or an{wering them with Contempt and Supercilioufhefs, 
or retorting any foul Language upon thofe whore the vileft Blaf 
phemers of the Blefled Yefus. He knew his Caufe was better, and 
the Arguments he Produces in defence of it Strenger, than to ftand 
in need of fuch mean, Weak and unmanly Supports. He has argu’d 
with the Calmnefs and Moderation of a Christian, with the Force 
and Spirit of a Well-read Divine, and with all the Concern and 
Tendernefs of a Bifhop. If no Yew ean be prevaild upon to acknow- 
ledge Fefus to be the Aédeffias after fuch a clear Demonftration, neither 
our Religion nor our Author are to blame for ‘his Obftinate Infi- 
delity. However ’tis hop’d that no Chriftian, who ferioufly reads 
over this Treatife will be in any Danger of Apoftatizing from his

That God being the Soveraign Bein 
of the World, hath an unalterable Right to impofe Laws upon alk 
other Beings. (2.) That having this Right, he may jultly inforce 
thofe Laws with whatfoever Penalties he {ees ueceflary or conveni- 
ent. (3.) That when thofe Laws he impofes are for the good of 
his Subjects, it is not only Juftice, but Goodnef$ in him, to inforce 
them with the fevereit Penalty. (4.) That the Penalty of Eternal Bon- 
dage under Mifery, is the fevereft, and moft effectual Way to inforce 
thefe Beneficial Laws, and Oblige us to the Obfervance of them. 
(5.) That if God think good to inforce thofe Beneficial Laws with 
this Penalty, “he hath as much Right to exact it when we Difobey, 
as he has to threaten and impofeit. (6. and Laftly,) That his actual 
Exatting of it, can no more impeach his Goodnefs, than his Threat- 
ning and Denouncing it. As for the Second Head of this Propofition, 
he proceedsto prove, That God is abfolntely determined -to do fo 
(1.) Becaufe he hath already exacted a Ranfom forthe Souls of Men, to 
which no other can be Equivalent; from whence (fays the Do¢tor) 
we may reafonably infer, that if this be rejected, he will accept.no 
other. (2.) Becaufe he hath exprefly declared himfelf to be thus de- 
termined. (3.) Becaufe having thus declar’d himfelf, we muft fup-— 
-pofe, that either he intended this Declaration only fora Scare-crom, 
or that he isdetermined to A4& accordingly. at tes 
V. His laft Propofition is, Thar this irrecoverable Lofs cf the Soul, 
is of fuch Vaft and Unfpeakable Moment, that the Gain of alt the World 
1s not [ufficiert to Compenfate it: And this he illuftrates, by fhewing in 
the following Particulars, Firjf, That the Goed that isin the Gaia is 
Imaginable and Fantaftical , but the Evi that is in the Lo/s, is Real 
and Subftantial. Secondly, That the Good that 1s in the Gain, is Nar- 
row and Particular; ‘but the Evil that is in the Lo/s, is Large and 
Univerfal: Thirdly, That the One is Convertible into Evil, but the 
Other can never be Improv’d into Good. Fourthly, That the Ove 1s Mixt 
and Sophifticated ; but the Orher Pure and Unmingled. Fifthly, That 
the ‘One is full of Intérmiflions , but the other is Continual. Sixthly, 
and ‘Laftly, That the Good ‘that is in the TF. Gain, is Short 
and Tranfitory ; but the Ev that is in the 'Lo/s,.is Eternal. 
~ This is the Sum of the Firf€ Difcourfe , where it may be obferved 
that ‘his Arguinentations feem ‘to lie ina Train, and i to) be Natural 
Deduétions from one andther. His other Three Difcourfés dre, 
1.) Concerning the Divinity and Incarnation of our Saviosr, on the

i Tim. 1.19. It cannot be expected that we fhould enter into the. 
detail of thefe; that would neceffarily fwell our Account to a bigger 
Volume than weintend it. Befides, we may have an opportunity of 
giving the World a larger Abftratt of the Works of this Great and 
Learned Man inan other place; of which this may ferve as a fhort 
Specimen. . Andwe hope what has been already faid on the firft Dif- 
courfe of this Volume, will give the Reader a fufficient Tafte ‘of 
what he may expe¢t in the more nice perufal of Doétor Scor’s Excel- 
lent Pieces.

Cot none willdifpute the Ufefulnefs of our Authors Defign,, 
whois willing to be acquainted with the Cuftoms and Antigui- 
ties of Greece, at the fame time he Reads over the Grecian Authors. 
*Tis fome thing like groping in the Dark, in converfing with thofe 
Old Gentlemen, unlefs we have fuch a Light as this to direé our fteps. 
and to keepus from ftumbling. How well Mr. Porter has difcharg’d 
his Province, appears, from the favourable Reception the Learned 
gave to his Firft Volume; and from their longing defires after this, 
which he has now lately Publifh’'d. This feems no more than a Pre- 
minm, juftly due to the Deferts and Pains of fuch_an Indefatigable 
Writer. And we fhould he to blame, did we not acknowledge, that 


we never yet faw any Undertaking of this Nature Promifies more 
or better perform’d. 
Our Author has divided his two Volumes into four Parts and 


Books, we fhall juft give a hint of the Defign of the Firft Volume, 
and then proceed at large to Account for this Second Piece which 
now lies beforeus:; , nine

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thence to Conjtantine the Great ; and from him downto thefe times. 
Next he treats of the City of Athens, and its Walls, Gatcs, Streets, 
Buildings, @c.. After this he {peaks of the feveral forts of Citizens 
and Tribes of Athens, Of theirFreemen, Sojourners, and Servants : 
Of their Archontes and Magiftrates : Of the Council: of the Ampbic- 
tyones: Of the Athenian or Publick Afflemblies: Of the Senate of 
the Five Hundred: Of the Court of Areopagas, and of their other 
Courts.of Juftice: Of their Publick and Private Judgments: .Of 
their Rewards and Punifhments: And laftly, He treats at large of 
their feveral.Laws and Conititutions, with which he concludes the 
Firft Book, 

In the Second Book, he accounts for the Religion of Greece in ge- 
neral ; fhews.who were the firit Authors of Religious Worhhip in 
Greece: Treats oftheir Temples, Altars, Images, and Afia; Of 
the -Grecian.Priefts, and their Offices; Of their Sacrifices, Prayers, 
and Oaths. Next he Accounts for their Oracles. of {fupiter,’ Apollo, 
Trephonius and others. Then proceeds to Theomancy and their Di- 
vinations by Dreams, Sacrifices, Birds, Lots, Ominous Words and 
Things, and to: Magick and Incantations, of which he all along gives 
Inftances out of feveral Authentick Grecian and Latin Writers. 
Laftly, He fhuts up this part with an Account of the Gre :ian Fefti- 
vals, and of their Games, which are, the Olympick, Dythian, Nemean 
and J/thmean Games. 

Thus much may fuffice for the Firft Volume. His Second is divid- 
ed into two Books, ef which the World may expec we. fhould give 
amore particular and larger Extract. 

In his Third Book, which is the firft of this: Second Volume, He 
treats at large of. the Military Affairs of the Grecsans.. “ At firft 
“‘ (fays our Author) the Greciazs were an Innocent and Unpolifhed 
“ fort of Mortals, wholly unacquainted with the Modern and Refined 
“* Arts of Peace and War. Butafter Greece was Canton’d into a great 
“ many little Independent States, it became the Seat of Continual 
“ Wars, and produc’d at laft. the braveft and moft experienced Sol- 
“ diers in the, World., The Lacedemonians furpafs'd the, reft of the Gre- 
cians in Military Glory, and none elfe but the Arhemaas were able 
to difpute the point with them, though the fuccefs on both fides. was 
various, yet it feemed to incline more to the former. than the latter ; 
the Spartans being generally Conquerors by Land; thoygh the, Arhe- 
nians wereat laft. Soveraigns of the Sea. . t ails “I 

In the next place Mr. Potter informs ys, that.the Grecian Armies. 
for the moft part confifted of free Denizens, who; were whole ty 

ot: 
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Lot, and entred into a Publick Regifter or Multér-Roll : 
That they maintained themfelves at their own Expence, there 
being no Mercenary Troops Originally ;. the Carians being the 
firit that ferv’d in Greece for Pay, for which they were infa- 
mous to Pofterity, though afterwards it became Cuftomary to the 
whole Nation to fight, not only for their. own Commonwealths, 
but alfo for Foreign Kings and Princes for Hire. Then our Author 
proceeds to account for the feveral forts of Soldiers, whether Foot- 
men, which made up the Main Body, or Horfemen, or thofe who 
Rode in Chariots, or on Elephants: He tells us what fort of Armour. 
they Wore, and.what kind of Weapons, bothDefenfive, and Offen- 
five, they made ufe of. He defcribes their Helmets with their dif- 
ferent kinds of Crefts, their Thoraces, their Breaft-plates, their 
Bucklers, .or Shields of feveral forts. “Their Offenfive Weapons 
were at firft only Stones and Clubs, but in latter Ages they made 
ufe of Spears of two forts, the one in clofe Fight, the others they 
caft at a Diftance; then they had Swords, Daggers, Polaxesand 
Battoons. Their Miflive Weapons were, either Darts Shot out of 
Bows, or Javelins projected. by the help of a ftrap girt round their 
middles ; or Arrows, Stones, and-Plummets of- Lead caft. out of 
Slings: Befides thefe Mr. Porrementions Fire Balls, or Hand-Gras

After this he gives usan Account of the Officers in the Athenian 
and Lacedemenian Armies, of their Titles, Stations, Dignities and 
Duties: He fhews us the feveral Divifions of the Grecian Army, the 


various forms in which they were drawn up for Engagements; ac- 
quaiats us with allthe Different fortsof Phalanges which they made 
ufe of, and informs us of many other Military Terms. = 

_ The Seventh Chapter of this Book, gives us an excellent Defcrip- 
tion of their making Peace, and Declaring War. Here we are in- 
formed that Invations without denouncing War, were looked upon‘as 
Robberies: That whenever they engaged ipa War, it was ufual to 
Publifh a Declaration of the Injuries they had received, and to de- 
mand Satisfaétion by Ambafladors. Thefe Ambafladors, whether 
fent to Denounce War or to Make Peace, 


: were of Noble E 
and always were held facred and inviolable.’ Sometimes Herald? 
were fent to Proclaim War, ‘much after the fame manner with the 


Old Romans, who ftanding upon the Frontiers cait ri : 

of Defiance into the Enemies Country, and bid them ne bas form 
Tavahon. But this was never done withont confulting with their 
‘Gods, and receiving Encouragement from them. After War was 


Pro- 
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Proclaimed, they ufually offered: Sacrifices, and madé large Vows 
to be paid upon the: Succefs of their Enterprize: And after all, 
though the Pofture of Affairs appeared never fo inviting, they were 
fo fuperftitious in the obfervation of Omens and Days,that they would 
not venture to March againft, or make any Attempt upon their Ene- 
mies, till thofe became fortunate, and the Seafon favour’d their Un- 
dertaking. ~The Treaties of Peate, fays our Author, were of three 
forts:  (t.) A Bare cmord¥, ew Sinn, eienvn, or Peace, whereby both 
Parties wereobliged to ceafe from all A&s of Hoftility, and neither to 
moleft one another, nor the Confederates of either. (2.) "Emuayiz, 
A Defenfive Peace, whereby they obliged themfelves to aflift ong ano- 
ther in cafe they fhould be-invaded. (3.) Svup2iz, A Defenfive and 
Offenfive League, whereby they agreed to affift cach other, as well 
when they made Invafions upon others, as when themfelves were In- 
vaded ; and to have the fame Friends and Enemies. Each of thefe 
Covenants were folemnly confirmed by Mutual Oaths, the manner 
of which is defcribed by our Author, B. I. Chap. 15. 

The things which he takes notice of next, are, their feveral ways 
of Encampment, the Guards and Watches which they fet by Night 
and Day, and the Military Courfe of Life, which depended upon 
the Difpofition of their Generals ; and was; according as they were 
inclined, either ftriét in Temperance and Sobriety, or elfe given up 
to Excefs and Debauchery. Then he proceeds to give an Account 
of their Battles; where, he fays, before the Engagment the Soldiers 
always refrefhed themfelves with plenty of Viétuals and Drink: This 
done, the Generals drew them out into Battalia,; made Speeches 
to them according to the Occafion ; Offered up Prayers, Sacrifices-and 
Vows to engage Heaven to affift them: Which done, they gave the 
Signal to Engage, either by Elevating their Enfigns, or Sounding a 
a Trumpet, or by a Confort of Flutes, in ufeamong the Lacedemo- 
nians. \When they made the firft Onfet, they generally gave a fhout, 
to Animate themfelves, and ftrike Terror into their Enemies. The 
Generals ‘in the firft times’ of the Grecians placed themfelves in the 
very Front of their Armies, but afterwards became Wifer, and 
chofe to be ina fafer Poft. And here Mr. Porter obferves, that it was 
frequent among the Ancient Grecia: to put their Caufe upon the 
iffue of a Single Combat, and to decide their Quarels by two or 
ormore Champions on each’ fide, of which Honour their Leaders 
were often moft Ambitious, ae het

Then he 
defcribes the moft Remarkable Inventions and Engines, which they 
made ufe of in carrying on Sieges, when that Cuftom began to pre- 
rail among them. cH 
“Tho (as Mr. Potter obferves) the Grecians at firft were very Bar- 
harous to the Bodies.of their Dead Enemies, yet they were careful, 
even to Excefs and Superftition, in procuring an Honourable Inter- 
ment for the bodys of their own Soldiers, that had Valiantly loft their 
Livesia their Service. Of the Various Cuftoms among the Lace- 
demonians and Athenians in this particular he treats at large. : 
How the Booty taken in War was fhared, what part of them.be- 
longed to the General, what was diftributed among the defervin 
Soldiers, what they dedicated in Gratitude to their Gods; ' what 
Sacrifices they offered, what Trophies and Altars they raifed to 
them; are the Subject Matter of the Twelfth Chapter: And’ the 
Thirteenth Treats particularly of the feveral Punifhments inflitted

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Firft, He recommends each Piece, with the Judgment and Tefti- 
mony of fuch Ancient Writers as have made ufe of it, and hononr- 
ably mentioned it in their Works: Then he gives us the Text in 
Greek and Latin, -with the various Readings of Printed Copies and 
Manufcripts; among which he has inferted fome fhort Remarks of 
his own and others, referring the larger Annotations of Bocharr, 
Voffius, Palmerius, Gronovim, &c. to the end of the Book. 

He begins with the Periplasor Coafting of Hanno the Carthaginian, 
which J/aac Voffius looked upon to be the moft Ancient Remain of 
Antiquity that had efcaped theinjury oftime. But Mr. Dodwell «who 
has oblig’d the,W orld,at the requeft of the Ed:tor,with moft Accurate 
and Elaborate.' Differtations wpon thisand the following. Pieces) has 
given very good Reafoms, why it cannot juftly pretend to fo great 
Antiquity , and has clearly fiown, that Hazo did not, as Voffius fup- 
pofes, .Write the Periplus mention’d by the Ancients, but fome Greek 
who wasa Friend to the Carthaginians, and that the Periplus we have 
is very much different from that cited by Pompanins Mela, Pliny, 
Solinus, &c. ; 

Next he gives us the Periplus of Scylax, which has likewife been 
efteemed very Antient, and lately vindicated in point of Antiquity 
from the Cavils of the two Voffius’s, by the Learned Gronavius. Our 
Differtator has weighed the Reafons on both fides, and prov’d be- 
yond difpute, that this Scylax is not the Ancient one quoted by He- 
rodotus, but another who was Cotemporary with Palybius; and that 
he, borrowing from.other Writers, might make a fhow of Antiqui- 
ty; By which means the Learned may have been led into Miftakes 
about his Age. | 

After this follows an Epitome of Agatherchides concerning the Red 
Sea, which Piece our Learned Differrator fhows to have been Writ 
in the beginning of the Reign of Prolomy Alexander King of Egypr, 
to whom this Author was Tutor and Library-Keeper. 

Next he prefents us with a Periplus of the Red-Sea, commonly 
afcribed to Arrian, though falfly, as was fufpected by Salsmafinss 
Voffiue, and Harduin, who fancy the Author of it liv’d in the time 
ot Auguftws: With thefe Leartied Men Mr. Dodwell agrees, that 
Arrian could not be the Author of this Piece ; but widely differs 
from them in all other Refpects; firft demonftrating that it was-writ 
_ after Trajan and Adrian, and confequently not by Axrian; and then 
offering fair probabilities of reafon,.that the Writer lived under the 
Emperors Marcus and Verus. 
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Then follows a Periplus. of the Euxine-Sea, which bears the Name of 
Arvian, and was undoubtedly writ by him in the time of Adrian, as 
the Infcription fhows. But it appearing that Arrian was Prefect of 
Cappadocia, when he drew up this Account of the~ People bordering 
on the Euxine Sea, for the Emperor Adrian; Mr. Dodwell from 
thence concludes, that it was writ about the year of Chriff 137. 

In the next place, we have another Piece of -Arrian, taken out of 
his Indica, which contains the Voyage of Nearchus by the Command 
of Alexander the Great. This Mr. Dodwe fauppofes to have been 
finifhed by Arrian after his Expedition of Alexander, and before the 
Geography of Prolomy was known to the World. The-£d:tor having 
a Manufcript of -Arrian in the Bodleian Library, has given usfrom 
thence feveral Emendations of the Text; affa tells us that the reft of 
Arrian’s Works might receive much Light and Improvement from 
that Ancient Copy. . . : | 

After thiscomes the Periplus of Marcianus Heracleota; firft publifh- 
ed by the Induftrious He/chelus, with feveral other Pieces of the like 
Nature. But this had not the good fortune to be Re-printed or 
Franflated tillthe Editor beltow’d his Pains upon it: Who has by 
conjecture mended abundance of places init; and annexed to it the 
Fragments of Artemidorus and Menippus. 

In the laft place he gives us a-Periplus of the Euxine-Sea, which 
weowe tothe famous J/aac Voffius, but neither he, nor’any one'elfe 
has yet been able to retrieve the Author’s Name. His Age likewife 
as wellas that of Marcianus Heracleota, is very uncertain; and‘here 
the Learned Differtaror goes more by Conjecture than he ufually does ; 
yet he has given us fo many Curious Remarks in the two laft Differ- 
tations on thefe Authors, as well as the reft, that the World muft 
needs admire his ftra.ze Sagacity and vaft reach of Knowledge. - ,
